The others, if not in¬ 
stantly killed, were roasted to death 
and their b«Mjles, along with those of 
the engine crews, were consumed. . 

All efforts of the survivors to reach 
the victims were unavailing. The 
flames drove them back at every point. 
The temperature was twenty degrees 
below zero, and an Icy wind was blow¬ 
ing across the prairie. the point wh**re 
the wreck occurred being a shallow cut 

affording no protection.

Injured Suffer Terribly, 

The Injured were without hats and 
wraps and suffered terribly. By the 
united efforts of the survivors one car 
was pushed back from the wreckage to 
escape the flames and the wounded 
were placed on the bunks Inside. 

Two hours elapsed before any relief 
was at hand. Then an engine arrived 
and pulled the way car to Irene, three 
miles distant. 

A relief train whs started from Rock¬ 
ford at 1:30 a. m., having on board 
Drs. S. R. Catlln, Henry Rlehlngs, W. 
B. Helm and Agent E. W. Brown. It 
arrived at the wreck twenty minutes 
later. In the* meantime the injured had 
been brought back from Irene and were 
transferred to the relief train and 
brought to Rockford. All the injured 
are doing well except H. G. Wellman 
and Conductor Quinlan, who are In a 
critical condition. Wrecking trains 
have been at work to-day and have the 
tracks clear to-night. Six bodies weft* 
recovered from the debris, but were 
charred beyond recognition. Coroner 
F. V. Marsh will conduct the Inquest 
Monday.

Washington. Dec. 15.—(Special.]—The 
Democratic Steering Committee of the 
Senate concluded Its work yesterday of 
selecting minority members of the Sen¬ 
ate committees. In making up its com¬ 
mittee assignments the committee paid 
particular attention to the disposition 
of the Western Senators, with an evi¬ 
dent purpose of solidifying the Western 
Democratic element In Congress.

Replying to a question ns to whether 
he thought Marconi tiad been deceived 
because the letter which It la claimed 
he received was the signal upon which 
he had agreed In advance. Mr. Edison 
suM: ”Ot», no; If the story is true, he 
wasn’t deceived. That letter S. with 
three dots, i* a very simple signal, but 
I’ve l»cen fooled my-‘4f. so I doubt the 
story. Marconi is all right and Is work¬ 
ing diligently, and when he succeeds I 
believe he will make the fact public 
himself authoritatively.”

During the campaign of the past sum¬ 
mer It Is reported that the Ohio Sena¬ 
tors co-operated In the Interest of Re¬ 
publican candidates for the Legislature, 
ns Senator Foraker’* successor is to be 
elected now (January 14) and Senator 
Hanna’s successor two year* hence. 
The Junior Ohio Senator was Interested 
ns well ns the senior Ohio Senator, be¬ 
cause U so Happened that about 8 per 
cent, of the members-elect are on their 
first terms and are expected to be serv¬ 
ing their second terms when the elec- 
thm of Senator Hunna’s successor takes 
place in the next Legislature. 

The Hanna men claim the Foraker 
men proceeded after the election to 
form slates for the organization of 
both branches of the Legislature with 
ulterior views, notably that of the re- 
tlrement of Hanna two years hence. 
The contest about tw*o weeks ago broke 
out Into open conflict and now* there 
arc opposing tickets, composed of For- 
nker nnd Hannn men. respectively, for 
the caucus*-* of both the Republican 
State Senator* and the Republican Rep¬ 
resentatives. The opposing candidates 
are not limited to the presiding offi¬ 
cers, but the factional lines are car¬ 
ried on down the list to Include clerks, 
sergeants-at-arms and everything. 
While contests are usual for all these 
places on the convening of a new Leg¬ 
islature, there never has been one on 
such line* as are drawn at this time 
Many leading R« publican* from Ohio 
have visited Waishing'ton the past w*eek, 
nnd none Of them t«q*ort any pro*p»>'-t 
of peace or compromise, so the indica¬ 
tion? are that the contest will continue 
for almost three weeks longer.

ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY LOST 
IN A CHICAGO FIRE. 


Temperature Fourteen Below Zero 
Forces the Firemen To Work 
In Shifts. 


Chicago. Dec. 15.—The total destruc¬ 
tion of the Lincoln-avenue cai barno 
of the Chicago Traction Company, with 
rftore than 160 street cars, resulted from 
a fire that was discovered at an early 
hour this morning. Besides the building 
nearly all the grip cars and trailers 
used on the Llncoln-avonm* ll*i? were 
destroyed. The Intense cold of the past 
two days contributed much to the 
spread of the (lames. a« the fire hy¬ 
drants lr» the vicinity were found to be 
frozen. When a supply of water had 
been obtained by thawing out the hy 
drants. after a delay of twenty minute*, 
the building was doomed. Soon after 
the first stream was directed on the 
flames the entire second story of the 
building was ablaze and fell, with about 
10 ft open summer cats that were stored 
there. The Intense cold of the early 
morning added to the difficulties pre¬ 
sented by the Are. and mad** It neces¬ 
sary to work the men In shifts, ex¬ 
hausted workers being relieved by com¬ 
rades, who had had short rests In the 
neighboring store**, which were thrown 
open to the Are fighters. 

President John M. Roach, of the trac¬ 
tion company, placed the loss as about 
$130,000. partly covered by insurance. It 
Is supposed the fire originated from an 
overheated stove In one of the cars that 
were In the barn. It wus reported that 
a watchman was In the barn when the 
fire was discovered, and he had not 
been seen after it was under control, 
but there Is so far no positive evidence 
that he was burned. 

A serious danger to the firemen was 
frpm (tie broken trolley wires, which 
were charged with electricity These 
were buried In the debris or colled ab ng 
Hie streets, and offered great danger to 
the flremer until the current wus turned 
off. The temperature of fourteen eb- 
grees below zero coated the hose with 
thick coverings of Ice. which required 
the utmost care In handling It. 


Pittsburg. Pa.. Dec. 15.— {Special.}— 
Pittsburg’s three rivers at 9 o’clock to¬ 
night had passed the clanger line and 
were still rising, with reports from the 
headwaters of the Monongahela and 
Allegheny rivers stating that these 
streams were still swelling. The 
Weather Bureau announces that the 
cold wave will prevent the streams 
from reaching thirty feet, but that 
considerable damage will result from 
the unexpected rise and Inability of 
shippers and rlvermen to tie crafts se¬ 
curely before the crest of the rise ar¬ 
rived.

GREAT DAMAGE RESULTS. 


FOUR LIVES REPORTED LOST. 


Washouts Delay Trains On Many 
Lines and Mines Are Flooded 
/ With Water. 


TRAIN RUNS THROUGH BRIDGE. 


Philadelphia, Pa.. Dec. 15.—A storm 
which for severity and destructiveness 
has not been equaled in this section for 
twenty-five year*, visited Eastern and 
Central Pennsylvania last night, caus¬ 
ing almost unprecedented damug * and 
resulting In the loss of at least four 
human lives. The havoc in the coal 
regions Is enormous and the loss to 
railroad nnd mining companies will 
amount to millions of dollars. The 
Schuylkill. Lehigh. Susquehanna and 
Juniata rivers have risen as high as 
fifteen feet above their levels and all 
of their tributaries have overflowed, 
Inundating the surrounding country In 
more than n dozen counties. 

Innumerable washouts have occurred 
on the Pennsylvania. Philadelphia and 
Reading. Northern Central. Lehigh 
Valley. New Jersey Central and Lack¬ 
awanna rail road a Bridges were car- 
rled away and traffic is ut a standstill. 
The delegates to the convention of thu 
American Federation of Labor are 
Stormbound In Scranton with no Idea 
when they will be able to leave.

Bridge Gives Way. 


Bridge Gives Way Beneath a Freight 
Train. 

Williamsport, Pa., Dec. 15.—A freight 
train on the Philndlephla and Erie di¬ 
vision of the Pennsylvania railroad 
went through the bridge spanning Ly¬ 
coming creek, between this city and 
Newberry, at 6 o’clock this morning. 
Three lives were lost. 

The dead are: John Marts, engineer; 
Frederick Glass, fireman; George Har¬ 
ley, brakeman. All resided nt Sunbury. 

The train was known as fast freight 
No. 83, and was running three hours 
late owing to the disarrangement of 
schedule In consequence of the storm. 
The bridge spanning the creek was a 
two-span iron structure, the first span 
of which gave away beneath the train. 
The engine and nine cars were engulfed 
In the lev waters. The creek was great¬ 
ly swollen as a result of the heavy 
rains, nnd It Is presumed the middle 
pier had been weakened. No efforts 
could be made to reach the bodies on 
account of the height of the waters. 

All the streams in this section were 
greatly swollen, the Susquehanna river 
here reaching a height of twenty-one 
feet, which did no damage In the city 
beyond flooding a few cellars on the 
lowlands. 

A few stray logs In the river were 
tarried awuv. Lycoming und Loyal- 
sn< k creeks were both very high, and 
the Northern Central tracks along the 
flrst named stream were washed out In 
places and several bridges were dam¬ 
aged. At Ralston a passenger train 
had to be abandoned nnd the passengers 
sought high ground to escar»e the flood. 

The Philadelphia and Reading road 
bridge at McntoursvUle was so weak¬ 
ened that traffic ha*! to be suspended. 

During the twenty-four hours ending 
at midnight last night the rainfall was 
three Inches. 


WORST IN TWENTY-NINE YEARS 


The low-lying lands along the Alle¬ 
gheny side of the Allegheny river wen 
the first to be submerged by the rising 
water. Late to-night the river began 
also to encroach upon the low parts of 
Duquesne, on the Pittsburg side. Fore¬ 
caster Ridgeway’s warning, sent out 
last night, resulted In the saving of 


much valuable property. The baseball 
grounds at Exposition Park are under 
water to-night, and the tracks of the the second stories of dwellings and the 
Pittsburg and Western railroad and the town of Westnmre, near Wilkesbarre. Is 


The force of water weakened the sup¬ 
ports of a bridge spanning a creek near 
Williamsport, and as a result a freight 
train was wrecked and three men 
killed. At Oneida, near Harolton, a 
miner was swept from a bridge nnd 
drowned. 

In the Schuylkill Valley forty-eight 
mines were Hooded, and In the Lehigh 
and Lackawanna regions the destruc¬ 
tion Is equally great. Hundreds of 
mules were drowned In the collieries, 
and It .will be w'eeks before many of 
the tulne* < an resume operations. 

In some sections the water reached 


Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg are 
submerged also. Cellars on Kilbuck. 
Robinson. Sandusky and Anderson 
streets have one ami a half feet of 
water In them, and much terror was ex¬ 
pressed amdng the people who were di¬ 
rectly affected. Asjsuranccs from the 
Weather Bureau set their minds some¬ 
what at rest, as the constant chopping 
of the thermometer indicates to-night 
that the rise will be over by morning.

Thousands of Dollars* Damage Done 
Near Allentown, Fa. 

Allentow n. Pa., Dec 1.3—The most de¬ 
structive flood In th** Lehigh valley since 
1882 started this morning at 3 o'clock, 
following a two days’ drenching rain, 
which melted the snow In the mount¬ 
ains. causing the Lehigh river to be¬ 
come a raging torrent. The traction 
company's power-houses are flooded 
with s?ven feet of water, which extin¬ 
guished the fires under the butlers. No 
trolley car* have been run *lncc 10 
o'clock this morning, nnd Allentown to¬ 
night I* In darkness. The Adelaide silk 
mills sustained a low of over $40,000 by 
the flood. Eight feet of muddy water Is 
on the first floor, completely covering 
the warping and finding inuchine*. and 
ruining all the silk on the machines. 
The American Steel and Wire Com¬ 
pany's wire and nail plant* are under 
water, and thousands of dollars’ dam¬ 
age has been done there. 

All other industries along the course 
of streams suffered heavily by water 
flooding the basement* and flrst pour*.

DAMAGE AT BEDFORD. 


Electric Light Plant and Railroad 
Suffer. 

Bedford. Pa.. Dee. 15.—One of the 
heaviest wind and rainstorm* In Us 
history visited Bedford lust night. The 
rain fell in torrents and n fierce gale 
shook the building*. The Rayatown 
branch reached Its highest point since 
the Johnstown floqd. It overflowed the 
tracks of the Bedford division, Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad, flooded one or two 
houses In the western end of town and 
rushed through the powerhouse of the 
Bedford Electric Light, Heat and Pow¬ 
er Company, doing considerable dam¬ 
age. Last night a train was delayed 
nearly ttvo hours by u landslide near 
Saxton. The trestle at Ly burger’s 
farm was washed away. 


DELAWARE RIVER BOOMING. 


Railroads and Telegraph Lines Suffer 
Heavy Damage, 

Easton. Pa., Dec. 15.—The freshet In 
the Delaware and Lehigh river* has 
done serious damage All through this 
section. Railroad traffic Is suspended. 
Telegraph and telephone communica¬ 
tion Is Interrupted. The rivers are still 
rising at the rate of a foot an hour, 
and from advices received from points 
up the Delaware valley the Delaware 
river will likely continue to rise until 
midnight. Thousands of dollars' dam¬ 
age has already been done to the big 
Industrie* at West Easton. 


Washington. Dec. 15. — Chairman 

Payne, of the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, say* that no definite plans have 
been made thus far for considering the 
question of further reducing the war 
taxes.

"With a surplus of about $ 100 , 000 , 000 , 
I hove no doubt the Ways and Means 
Committee will frame a bill reducing 
the revenues, probably on the general 
lines of the lari War Tax Reduction 
P.flh But there is no particular hurry 
In dealing with the subject, as there 
are several contingencies* which may 
call for n large increase In Govern¬ 
ment expenditures, and it will be well 
to understand pretty well what our 
expenditures are to be before finally 
determining on a large reduction of the 
revenues. When we make the reduc¬ 
tion we ought to make it as large as 
can be made with safety. In my Judg¬ 
ment the committee will take the mat¬ 
ter up soon after the holidays. Wheth¬ 
er we will have hearings or not will de¬ 
pend upon the pleasure of the commit¬ 
tee.**

CONCENTRATION 


OF NATIVES IN BATANGAS WILL 
BEGIN SOON. 


(Thousands of People Are Leaving In 
Search of Safer Places. 


Manila. Dec. 15.—Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell has been exceedingly active In lia- 
tnngns province, where he intends, by 
every’ means available, to stamp out the 
Insurgents. Lieut. Hennessey, of the 
Eighth infantry, together with one 
American scout and six Filipinos, cap¬ 
tured an Insurgent Major with forty- 
two men. twenty-two rifles and 880 
rounds of ammunition, without the loss 
of a man. A number of documents anil 
papers, now in the hands of Oen. Beil. 
Implicate In the Insurrection the Presi¬ 
dent* and other prominent natives of 
Llan. Batangas province. 

Gen. Bell has notified the natives in 
Batangas that on December 28 he pui- 
poses to concentrate them In the neigh¬ 
borhood of the towns. lie will move 
their live stock, rice. etc., to within the 
limits of concentration. After that 
date everything outside these limits 
will be confiscated. 

The roads from Batangas and Laguna 
provinces are lined with a continuous 
rtream of native men, women and chil- 
! dren. In carryall*, carts and mounted 
(4»n caribous. seeking safety from the

The great | 
amount of water that poured out of the 
Monongahela and Allegheny rivers dur¬ 
ing the day caused « strong, swirling 
curretvt and the strain upon the moor¬ 
ing at Brown’s Landing became in¬ 
tense The barges tugged at the ropes, 
there was a sudden snap and. like a 
vast floating pier, the seventy-five 
barges swung into the middle of the 
Ohio .river No person was on the 
barges at the time. As soon a* they 
broke away the great danger to any 
craft that was below' became imminent.

The flood was rendered more disas¬ 
trous by the melting of the snow on the 
mountain sides. The storm broke with 
great severity yesterday afternoon 
after the rain had been falling inces¬ 
santly for several days.

Property Damage Is Heavy and the 
Suffering of People Is Great. 

New York. Dec. 15.—Warm weather 
and r&ln. followed hy high winds, have 
resulted In fearful damage all over New 
York State. Saturday snows in the 
northern sections thawed rapidly, caus¬ 
ing the rivers and creeks to rise. Inun¬ 
dating the vaj»*ys Heavy rains r |. 
lowed during the night, accompanied by 
wind. Trains were blocked for many 
hours, landslides were frequent, and In 
the lowlands and valleys hundreds of 
dwellings were flooded. w'hlle the dam¬ 
age to farm lands and buildings Is very 
great. Few lives so far have been re¬ 
ported ns lost. 

In and around New’ York City the 
wind reached a velocity of forty-eight 
miles an hour, hut beyond minor In¬ 
cidents no great damage is reported so 
far to property on land or shipping.

'Otw o fthe greatest floods in the his¬ 
tory of nttsburg was averted only by 
the suden drop in the temperature. The 
rise at the headwaters of the Allegheny 
and Monongahela rivers was about 
stopped at midnight, and the rivers will 
likely slowly recede."

The remarkable weather conditions 
that prevailed Pittsburg and West¬ 
ern Pennsylvania during the past w*eek 
culminated to-day In a decided drop of 
the temiKfrature. accompanied by a 
flood stage of w*at€*r In three rivers, 
which caused some suffering and many 
thousand dollars* w’orth «.f damage. 
Part of Allegheny anil Pittsburg were 
submerged, household goods and Htore* 
that were placed in cellars and base¬ 
ments were damaged and coal fleets on 
the rivers were twisted from thrir 
morings and sent crashing down the 
Ohio, threatening destruction to what¬ 
ever cam*' In their course.

Midnight Stage. 

Pittsburg. Dec 15.—Stage of the rivers 
at midnight. Herr’s Island dam 25.7 
feet and rising six inches an huur; 
Lock No. 1 . Monongahela river 26.7 feet 
and rising six inches an hour: Davis 
Island dam, Ohio river. 21.8 feet and 
rising six Inches an hour. 


In and about Ithaca the damage is es¬ 
timated at $ 200 , 000 . The flood was the 
mosX disastrous experienced since 1857. 
The creeks became raging tor¬ 

rents by midnight. A dwelling wn* 
swept away and to-day no trace of It 
could be found. The power and light¬ 
ing plant was washed out and two trol¬ 
ley' cars swallowed up In the flood. All 
street-car traffic Is suspended and the 
city is In darkness Lumber yards and 
building* suffered greatly, and th- 
wreckage, blocking the channel of Six- 
mite creek, turned the stream from its 
course, and the whole low’er part of the 
city was flooded. Miles of the Lehigh 
Valley and Lackawanna railroad tracks 
and several bridges were washed away. 
Percy Field, at Cornell University, was 
turned into n lake, and the university 
powrer plants were abandoned The 
lower floor of the City Hospital was 
overflowed, and to-day no heat or light 
was available In the institution. 

Reports of destruction of bridge* nnd 
bursting of dams along all streams in 
this viclulty continue to come In. At 
Waverly great damage was done, roads 
bring washed out, cellars filled, and 
buildings undermined and fallen. There 
was a washout on the Erie railroad near 
Wellsburg; another washout near Oawe. 
go. It Is believed no trains can get 
through on the Eric before Monday 
night. 


Two hundred men left here to repair 
the damage and a dining car was sent 
from Susquehanna with food for the 
passengers on a train which is blocked 
at Owego. Telegraph and telephone 
lines throughout this section have been 
down all day. A Lehigh Valley train, 
on account of high water over the 
tracks at certain points on that road, 
was to-day run from Scranton to Car- 
bondale, on the Delaware and Hudson 
railroad, thence to Owego on the Erie 
road, where it was again halted by 
high water. The Fusquehanna and Del¬ 
aware rivers are full to the banks, and 
the creeks are the highest in years. 
Much damage has been done to pro¬ 
perty along the lowlands. 


Susquehanna Rising Rapidly. 

Harrisburg. Pa*. Dec. 13.—The Sus¬ 
quehanna river has been rising at the 
rate of nine Inches an hour since 2 
o'clock this morning, with indications 
that it w'ill continue to rise all night. 
There # w'ere two feet of water in the 
engine-room of the Harrisburg water¬ 
works this evening. The freshet was

LEHIGH ON THE RAMPAGE. 


Canal Overflowed and Much Other 
Damage Done. 

Bethlehem. I’a.. Dec. 15.—In six hours 
this morning the Lehigh river over¬ 
flows the canal and the adjoining rail¬ 
road trucks on both sides. Both the 
Lehigh Valley and Jersey Central rail¬ 
roads w’ere forced to suspend traffic. 
Not since 1841 has the backwater from 
the river wrought such serious damage. 
The canal bank bosses say the damage 
to the canal will reach $90,000, while 
200 private residences In the flooded dis¬ 
trict suffered to the extent of nearly 
$50,000. Both the electric and gas com¬ 
panies are without power, and the 
churches were compelled to suspend 
services to-night. 

Although many head of live stock 
have perished, no loss of human life is 
known hereabouts. The Lehigh river 
was seventeen feet above low water 
mark here before tKe people realized 
their danger, hence the svere loss to 
prsoml property.

FIRE IN CHICAGO. 


The large tobacco Interests have not 
yet made known what, if any, further 
reduction they would seek on tobacco, 
but the independent producers of man¬ 
ufactured tobacco and snuff are under¬ 
stood to desire a reduction from the 
present rate to six cents per pound. 
Bills have been Introduced proposing a 
reduction as low as six cents per 
pound. There Is no suggestion thus far 
that further changes will be made on 
cigars and cigarette*. 

Owing to the large amount of surplus 
there Is some sentiment among mem¬ 
bers In favor of wiping out the entire 
list of war revenue taxes at a single 
stroke, thus leaving the revenue and 
custom laws upon the basis that exist¬ 
ed prior to the Spanish War.

There 
were narrow* escapes from death. 8 o 
far as ascertained every one escaped 
from the building by fire escapes or 
ladders hoisted to the upper windows 
by firemen, but much suffering was 
caused by exposure to the Intense cold 
In scant attire. When the first detach¬ 
ment of fire-fighters arrived the ma¬ 
jority of the tenants were panic-strick¬ 
en and rushed wildly through the halls 
nnd apartments In their efforts to leave 
the building. The attendant cold spell 
was responsible for the fire. Complaints 
from the tenants that the building was 
Insufficiently heated caused the Janitor. 
John West, to overheat the furnaces In 
the basement where the fire started. A 
policeman on the beat rushed to the up¬ 
per floor* and aided In rousing the occu¬ 
pants of the sixteen apartments. 

The damage to the building, which 
was ow'ned by John P. Ollnger. was 
about $15,000, and to the contents about 
$2,000. covered by Insurance.

Senate Disposed To Postpone Other 

Business Until After the Holidays. 

Washington. Dec. 15.—The disposition 
of the Senate Is to do very little bus¬ 
iness beyond acting upon the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty before adjournment 
for the holidays. In accordance tvlth 
the agreement reached Friday the 
treaty will be voted on before the Sen¬ 
ate adjourns to-morrow. Senator Tel¬ 
ler w'ill make the first speech of the day 
to-morrow, and he will be followed by 
other Senators with brief speeches. The 
opponents of the treaty admit there is 
no doubt of ratification. 

On Tuesday the announcement of the 
changes in committees will be made and 
there Is a probability that after this 
announcement the Senate will adjourn 
until Thursduy. w T hen the adjournment 
for the holidays will take place, ex¬ 
tending to January 6 . If there are bus¬ 
iness sessions Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day Senator Morgan will make An ef¬ 
fort to secure action on his bill author¬ 
izing the acquisition of right of way 
for the Nicaraguan canal, but Senators 
on the Republican side of the chamber 
are Inclined to postpone all Important 
legislation until after the holidays. 

Thera probably will be action before 
the adjournment of Thursday r»n a 
number of nominations and the chances 
aiv that Attorney General Knox's nom¬ 
ination will be among those to receive 
attention. The Introduction of resolu¬ 
tions bearing on 'the case of Admiral 
Schley Is also among the probabilities, 
but no action In that direction Is an¬ 
ticipated for the present.

St. Paul. Minn., Deo. 15.—The official 
report of the Weather Bureau to-night 
contains the cheeilr.g Information that 
the backbone of the present cold wave 
hns been broken. From all of the sta¬ 
tions In the far Northwest reports are 
that there has been a decided rise in 
temperature, most of them giving read¬ 
ings but slightly below the freezing 
point. In St. Paul the maximum to-day 
was 2 degrees below, and at 8 o'clock 
the thermometer showed four above 
xeio. But few fatalities have been re¬ 
ported. 

COLDER IN TEXAS. 

Serious Loss of Stock Is Feared On 
the Ranges. 

Austin. Tex., Dec. 15.—The cold wave 
Which has been sweeping over the 
North and East for the past few days 
and which appeared here on yesterday, 
has grown In Intensity during the day 
and to-night It Is bitter cold. Reports 
from the stock ranges to the west and 
south of here are to the effect that the 
cattle are not In good condition for such 
weather, owing to the drouth of the 
past four months and their unprotect¬ 
ed condition on the big ranges. It is 
feared that much loss will result by the 
death of calves especially. In this sec¬ 
tion quite a number of horses are re- 
jiorted as dying during the past twenty- 
four hour*. mostly the property of |»oor 
people who have been unable to feed 
them owing to the high price of feed. 
fThe thermometer Is falling to-night. 

TWELVE BELOW IN CHICAGO. 


Coldest December Day In Thirty 
Years. 

Chicago, Dec. 15.—This was the cold¬ 
est day Chicago has experienced In the 
month of December since the Weather 
Bureau was established here thirty 
years ago. For three hours this morn¬ 
ing the mercury stood at 12 degrees be¬ 
low zero. Later, however, the skies 
cleared and the wind, which had been 
plowing from the Northwest, died dewn, 
causing a gradual rise of temperature, 
and to-night the thermometer at the 
local Weather Bureau registered but 3 
degrees below zero. The predictions for 
to-morrow are moderate weather and 
a via temperature. 

While there wa> considerable suffer¬ 
ing among the poor, many of whom 
were unprepared for the sudden change, 
no dentlis were reported to-day that 
could be attributed tin the cold. 

ZERO AT CINCINNATI. 

Big Rise In the River Causes Much

o’clock to-night. the thermometer 
reached zero here, and It la still fall¬ 
ing.

This company, with the Brasher 
Rifles, the local company, was ordered 
out on the day of the recent outbreak 
at Providence, when two ;m pn w* r»- 
kilted and several wounded. A detach¬ 
ment was sent to the scene that night 
and since that time there has been no 
sign of disorder In Webster county. 
The official* of Webster county now 
believe they have the situation well in 
band and believe the presence of the 
troops Is no longer necessary. The 
major portion of both companies re¬ 
mained here, however, and except for 
a trip to Nortonvllle, when the union 
camp was dispersed, saw iu* service. 

• • • 

Order Was a Surprise. 

The order withdrawing the inx-ps 
was received here by telegram from 
Gen. Murray last midnight, and came 
as a surprise to every one concerned, 
ns R was virtually understood yester¬ 
day afternoon that they would remain 
here several days longer until the trials 
of the union leaders wore disposed of. 
All of the soldiers seemed glad to get 
| away. Many of the boys have good po¬ 
sitions and are here at a great priva¬ 
tion to themselves. 

Maj. Watt, who has been in command 
of the troops during the absence of 
Gen. Murray, and Regimental Quarter¬ 
master Strange are still here. They, 
too. will leave- for home to-morrow 
afternoon. Gen. Murray telegraphed 
from Frankfort yesterday that he 
would be here Monday morning tgii 
now that the troops have left it »s nM 
thought he will come. Most everyone 
believes the presence of the troops here 
for the past four weeks has had the de¬ 
sired effect, and while a few people be¬ 
lieve they will have to be ordered out 
again the most conservative say that 
the reign of lawlessness and disorder is 
ended. 

When the troops were sent here the 
union miners hud two camps, one here 
and another at Nortonvllle. A camp at 
Providence had been dispersed by 
County Judge Hall, of Webster county, 
only a few days before the arrival of 
the troops. In each of the camps weie 
from 100 to '200 union strikers, a major¬ 
ity of them being armed. The camp 
here was first disbanded, it having been 
said that the strikers composing the 
party that attacked the Providence 
mines came from this camp.

rested John Graves and William Hen¬ 
derson In the south end of Luun I coun¬ 
ty for making counterfeit money and 
having molds for the sanm in their 
possession. They were held over with¬ 
out ball and remanded to the London 
Jail until th»‘ next term of the Federal 
Court In London. 

Storehouse Burned. 

Munfordvills, Ky.. Dec. 15,— [Special.] 
—The storehouse of S. G. Renfro at 
Hardyvllle, this county, was burned 
yesterday morning, causing a loss of 
$2,500. The origin of the fire Is un¬ 
known. 

High Water Floats Logs. 

Irvine. Ky.. Dec. 1$.—[Special.]—’The 
rise in the river l* bringing a great 
many logs to the mills located here. 
The Magann-Fawke Lumber Company 
alone expects to receive 7.000. 


After the camp here was disbanded 
most of the men joined the strikers in 
the camp at Nortonvllle. At one time 
It was estimated that more than 400 
strikers were In the Nortonvllle camp, 
more than half of them being armed 
with the latest improved weapons, such 
as the Mauser, Savage, Krag-Jorgen- 
sen and other rifle®. A short time »fter 
the arrival of the troops Judge John B. 
Hall, of this county, notified the strik¬ 
ers In the Nortonvllle camp they would 
have to disperse and gave them three 
clays In which to obey his orders. The 
men laughed at the orders of the court 
and on the day the order was to go 
Into effect more men weie in camp than 
at any time before. The next day 
Judge Hail, accompanied by Sheriff 
Hawkins and several deputies, visited 
the union camp to enforce the orders 
of the court, but all save tw-enty-four 
of the men had departed the night be¬ 
fore. The men found in camp were ar¬ 
rested, brought here and lodged In jail, 
where they remained three days. They 
were then released and the same after¬ 
noon returned to Nortonvllle, where a 
new camp had been formed This 
camp is still in existence, but Is only 
occupied by a small number of men. 
none of whom are known to be armed. 
• • • 

Believe They Were Foreigners. 

The authorities are of the opinion that 
a large number of these men came from 
outside the county and State, and that 
they have now returned to their respec¬ 
tive homes and will not return. It is 
not the Intention of the county officials 
to permit them to return, and should 
they do so they will not be allowed to 
gather in numbers armed as has been 
the case In the past. As long as the 
miners now in camp at Nortonvllle be¬ 
have themselves and observe the laws 
they will n-H Ik- molested by the county 
authorities, but should they arm them¬ 
selves or in any way attempt to Intimi¬ 
date the miners at work they will be 
arrested. The operators will continue to 
keep the guards at the mln*?» for a short 
time. The camp of the guards near the 
Oak Hill mines, where a rude fort has 
been constructed, remains as it was and 
Is occupied by a larg< number of armed 
guards ready to resist uny attack on the 
mining property. A larg© number of 
these men an* from the mountain dis¬ 
tricts of Eastern Kentucky, and .are 
known to be game men who would fight 
to the last. While the operators do not 
fear any trouble at present they point 
to the foot that a short time after the 
troops wore withdrawn when they were 
first sent here trouble broke out anew, 
and fearing a repetition they will con¬ 
tinue to have the guards around the 
mines. The trials of Vice President 
Barnaby. Executive Board Member 
Plackman, Artie Gate*, the camp leader, 
and other union leaders will be called 
before Judge Hall to-morrow morning. 
These cases have been continued on two 
occasions on account of the attorneys 
for the defendants being engaged in the 
Federal Court in Louisville, but Judge 
Hall will force both sides Into trial to¬ 
morrow.

London, Dec. 15 —Maj. Flood Page, of 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Com¬ 
pany, in an interview with a represent¬ 
ative of the Associated Pre**, confirms 
the report that Mr. Marconi, at Si. 
Johns, X. F., bad received signals from 
the experimental station nt Poldhu, 
Penzance. Maj. Flood-Page said that 
the severe weather made continuous 
tests very difficult, but that there was 
no doubt that the wireless signals had 
been successfully transmitted across thj 
Atlantic. 

Before starting for Newfoundland Mr. 
Marconi established ills station at Puld- 
hu. and arranged for ihe repetition at 
certain times of alphabetical signals. 
R is unknown here to what extent his 
experiment* have succeeded, but it Is 
evident from a cable received that Mr. 
Marconi has surmounted the initial dlf- 
11*011 ty. and that wireless telegraphy 
thus becomes a real and live factor of 
the commercial life of the world. 

At the Marconi station, at Poldhu. a 
great circuit of twenty poles has been 
ret up. each one of which Is 150 feet 
high and bears an aerial wire, pro¬ 
vision has been made for unusually 
powerful currents from these poles, and 
at prearranged times and intervals 
continuous signals have been sent fiom 
them.

Saturday Evening. Dec. 14.—A eharp 
flurry In money came thU* week, causing 
aev»tra decline* In the stock market, but 
there ha* been no other disturbance to 
business. The holiday trade has been on 
a heavy scale, but Jobber* and manufac¬ 
turer* are now taking stock, and the 
volume of their business feels the natural 
dullness of *h«* season. The money market 
troubles em to be provitled for now. and 
there K an encouraging rise In British 
consols and other evidences of betterment 
abroad, which, of court**. w*;il Influence 
the situation here. Railroad earnings re¬ 
ported for December continue to exhlb.t 
pains, although compared with the un- 
usoul prosperity of one year ago. und for 
November they show a gain of il.o per 
cent. Bank Hearing* for the principal 
c'tlc* of the United States show a p n 
of 19.2 per cent., and cities outside of New 
Y'ork gain 17.3 per cent. Th** Iron and 
steel trade allows enormous activity, pros¬ 
perity being assured for 1901 by this 
barometer of business. 

The statement of the New York banks 
this morning was better than expected, 
though there was a shrinkage of $5.lu2.Gui 
in cash. Loans decreased $11,178,101). and 
deposits lost $15,799,800. so the surplus re- 
serve halt only SI.)S2,<&0. The banks now 
hold cash »o the amount of $236.244.PK). 
which is 25.59 per cent, of deposits, against 
$241,347,200, or 25 70 per cent, a week ago. 
and $248,581.7*0. or 36.42 per cent, two weeks 
ago. The surplus reserve is $5,455,025. com¬ 
pared with $6,325,375 a year ago, $7,025,825 
two years ago, $16,973,375 three years ago 
and $6,007,675 a week ago. The following 
Is a comparison of the average* for the 
past two weeks and a year ago:

Cost of Beet Sugar. 

One day last week a deputation of 
beet sugar men called on the President 
to protest against reciprocity with 
Cuba, on account of the Influence It 
would have on the Industry* In which 
they are engaged. In this connection a 
letter written In 1899 by Henry T. Ox- 
i nard and W. Bayard Cutting, director* 
of the American Beet Sugar Company, 
becomes of contemporary Interest. This 
letter was evidently written, not for 
the purpose of affecting legislation, but 
to show* the bright prospects of the 
industry under any sort of conditions. 
It Intimated that there had been trou¬ 
ble In Inducing farmers to cultivate the 
sugar beet, though this had been large¬ 
ly overcome. 

TV> Impress other farmers w'ho might 
still hesitate to give their co¬ 
operation, Messrs. Oxnard and Cutting 
show that the gross returns of beet 
cultivation had been from $40 to $65 an 
acre, with occasional coses running up 
to $100. It Is further pointed out that 
the product of the beet-sugar factories 
Is not raw sugar, but the article re¬ 
fined and granulated, and therefore not 
dependent on the Refiners' Trust for a 
market. As to foreign competition and 
that from the lately annexed territory. 

It Is stated that Porto Rico Is too small 
to cut a figure and thal the Philippines 
have not the necossary elements for ex¬ 
pansion. The Island of Cuba, even 
after annexation, could not expand Its 
production to a point where the United 
States would become exporters and not 
importers of sugar, and hence that pro¬ 
tection would no longer protect. But 
“greater than all the above assurances 
of the permanents of the sugar Indus¬ 
try in this country Is the fact that 
sugar rati be produced cheaper here 
than it can he In Europe. The sugar 
industry Is after all merely an agricul¬ 
tural one. We can undersell all Eu¬ 
rope In the production of other crops, 
and sugar is no exception." 

This deserves to be characterised as 
Important If true Messrs. Oxnard and 
Cutting, therefore, proceed to demon¬ 
strate from their own experience that 
It Is true. At their factory at Hueneme 
they had a yearly contract for beets 
at $4 a ton. The expense of working 
a ton of beets Into sugar was not ex¬ 
ceeding $2.50 a ton, but to be safe they 
put It at $3. The product was rather 
more than 250 pounds of refined sugar. 
The lowest price of such sugar under 
the McKinley act. when raw sugar 
was free of duty, was four cents a 
pound. At this free trade price of 
sugar 250 pounds are worth $10. thus 
showing a minimum profit of S3 a ton. 
Irrespective of the bounty then paid. 
This conservative calculation Is 
strengthened by the fact that in 1892 
refined sugar was worth 4.346 cents a 
pound and In 1893. still under free trade. 
4.84. We pause here to remark that 
sugar Is now only .06 of a cent higher 
than It was In 1893 under so-called free 
trade, though there was then a tax on 
refined sugar. 

In this connection the letter gives 
a review of the sugar industry of the 
world, putting the total production at 
three million tons of rune and five mil¬ 
lions of beet sugar, the latter nearly all | 
grow*n In Europe. The consumption in 
the United States is over two million 
tens, and doubles. It Is stated, every 
fifteen years. The total production In 
the United States. Including Hawaii, is 
given at the time the letter was writ¬ 
ten at 400.000 tons, and the annual in¬ 
crease of domestic consumption at 300.- 
000 tons, about the amount of produc¬ 
tion of cane and beet sugar In the Unit¬ 
ed States proper. “From the above it 
will be seen that there Is no fear of 
competition from Internal sources for 
the next quarter of a century at least." 
The letter goes on to show the net 
profits of several factories in 1898. that 
of Thlno being $5.06 per ton on 47.302 
tens. 

As It Is not recommended that all the 
duty be removed from Cuban sugar. It 
seems surprising thut any concession 
should be treated as dangerous to the 
beet sugar Industry Some urge that 
the duty on sugar from Cuba be cut 
In two. but others say that a reduction 
of 20 per cent, would enable the Cubans 
to make a living. As the beet sugar 
men admit that they can make a profit 
of $3 per ton "under absolute free 
trade," they do not appear to be In 
much danger. The growers of cane 
sugar may not be In so fortunate a 
position, but It is hard to see how they 
would be hurt by a moderate reduction 
In the duty. 


A Great Enterprise. 

The proposition of the Pennsylvania 
railroad to cross the Hudson river, and 
the East river as well, through a tun¬ 
nel. Is a bold one and has created a 
good deal of Interest, If not alarm, 
among competing lines. The tunnel it¬ 
self is not a new proposition, but It 
ha* presented extraordinary engineer¬ 
ing difficulties, which it is now claimed 
have been overcome. 

The new Idea, which hns been pat¬ 
ented by Mr. Charles M. Jacobs, con¬ 
sulting engineer of the Long Island 
railroad, is to build a bridge beneath 
the river bed. support It upon piers 
which shall rest upon the solid track, 
and then to Inclose the bridge in • steel 
tube to keep out the wet and dirt. Of 
the practicability of this plan the offi¬ 
cer* of the railroad seem to have no 
doubt. The tube, or tubes, will be front 
eighty to one hundred feet below* high 
water mark. Electricity will be the 
motor power in the tunnel, thus keep¬ 


ing the atmosphere pure, which Is not 
possible wMth steam trortlon. 

The enterprise has more in It, how¬ 
ever. than merely getting a terminal on 
Manhattan Island, which I* In Itself 
extremely desirable. The Pennsylvania 
controls the l<ong Island railroad, 
which will cross Ihe East river through 
a tunnel and give the Pennsylvania a 
direct line to Montauk Point at the east 
end of Long Island. It appears that 
there Is also nn expectation that in 
time docking facilities will be pro¬ 
vided at Montauk Point sufficient to 
make it fe. steamship terminal, by 
which the time between Europe and 
New Y'ork might be reduced about 
twenty-four hours. Even without this 
the undertaking Is sufficiently magnifi¬ 
cent. 

What all this Is going to cost Is, of 
course, a question of much Interest. Ii 
Is estimated that It will require three 
years* work, and it Is believed that the 
necessary exi>enditure will be less than 
$50,000,000. How much less the cost may 
be no one se^ms prepared to state, but 
probably not much less. At all events 
It Is an enterprise for which great 
nerve, immense capital and extraordi¬ 
nary engineering skill are Imllspensa- 

The Business Proapects. 

One nf*the features of the weekly re¬ 
ports of the commercial agencies Is the 
continued activity in iron and steel. So 
far from conmimptlon falling off. It 
steadily increases to such an extent 
that, in spite of the greatly enlarged 
capacity the demand Is Fill! outrunning 
the supply. The monthly statistic* of 
the Iron Age show that on December 
1 the furnaces were turning out pig Iron 
at the rate of 324,00*1 tons weekly, the 
highest figure ever known, and yet there 
had been « decrease of 50.000 tons In the 
stocks during November. The Carnegie 
Company was a buyer of 200.000 tons of 
pig last week, cleaning up ail the stock* 
It could hnd, and a large independent 
steel producer way seeking to make 
contracts for all the pig iron ll will 
need In the last six months of 1902. 
Business for th** next >**ar. It Is al¬ 
ready assured, will be on a very ex¬ 
tensive scale 

It Is difficult to reconcile these facts 
with the predictions of the Wa!!-str.et 
“bears," who are insisting that the tide 
of industry 1* already on the ebb. and 
that a period of general depression Is 
to come next year. They expected the 
demand for iron to fall off about Octo¬ 
ber. and at the same time thought 
there would be general decline* in rail¬ 
road earning* and bank clearing* On 
the contrary, the business in pig iron 
and the earning* of railroads were 
larger than ever In October, and made 
a 91111 better showing in December. 
Speculation ha* nothing to do with 
railroad earnings, although it may 
swell or decrease bank clearing*, and 
with a premium on spot deliveries of 
pig Iron and ateel offered by the big 
manufacturers. It i* evident that the 
buying of the useful metal la not in the 
hope of reselling at a profit. On the 
contrary# It Is plain that only legitimate 
consumptive wants are being satisfied. 
What Is equal evidence is that prices 
have not been advanced, as would cer¬ 
tainly be the ra«*e were speculative pur¬ 
chases a controlling factor In the trade 
volume. 

The Journal of Commerce last week 
undertook to answer the question as to 
whether the movement In pig Iron and 
steel was analogous to that of 1899. 
when there came a drop of $6 to $10 u 
ton in pig Iron and $20 a ton In wire and 
some other ateel products. With this 
purpose in view, a represent at l v? of lha. 
Journal called u|K»n one of the largest 
pig Iron merchant* in America. The 
merchant assured the newspaper man 
that there was no speculation going on 
now. and none of the overbuying that 
wa.9 revealed by the col la pee of the 
1899 “boom.” On the contrary, consum¬ 
ers have been "underbuying," In the 
hope of a recession of prices. Now the 
clamor for the material needed by ac¬ 
tual manufacturers Is something unpre¬ 
cedented. 

“The teal fact !*.“ be said, “that trade 
sentiment has been far from bullish, 
and even the best-Informed have not 
been able to grasp the meaning of the 
steady growth of the country's demands 
for Iron and steel." Continuing, he 
analyzed the situation as follows: 

“We can now se* pretty clearly what 
the country Is going to csll for next year. 
The lowest #»stlmate of the requirements 
for rails la 2,7tK).UX) tons; for cam, 2,- 
mm). 0W ton*. For locomotives, nn Intelli¬ 
gent estimate places the needs at 1,800,00) 
tons, and for railroad bridge* the same. 
We. therefore, face a total need of the 
railroads of. aav, 7.600.000 tons for track 
and equipment. This ta half as much as 
the whole* conntry produced lust year. 
As a matter of fact, orders are already 
placed for the great bulk of this busi¬ 
ness. 

“Then wo come to such large consuming 
lines aa electric ruilroads. cast Iron pipe, 
structural steel, plates for shipbuilding 
and the miscellaneous needs of over 4,- 
UUO foundries and machine shops through 
the United States. The uggregute of these 
under normal conditions is nearly double 
that of the railroads. We are now pro¬ 
ducing Approximately H.OOO.OfW tons per 
annum, which describes the maximum ca¬ 
pacity of the country in pig tr«»n. the 
basis «f the whole steel and iron Industry. 
That there will be further development 
of plants if the present demand continues 
goes without saying, but It takes a year 
and a half to build o bloat furnace and 
two or three years to build a Urge steel 
works.” 

Being asked os to how much of the 
current heavy demand could be consid¬ 
ered as likely to be permanent, he went 
on to say that the answer Uy In the 
future growth of the country. An Im¬ 
portant factor Is th«? doubling of the 
#eale of construction now as compared 
with the past. A railroad car. »a locomo¬ 
tive. a bridge, an electric car or electric 
railway track, la three times a* large 
aa It was fifteen years ago. The new 
uses of Iron and steel In shipbuilding, 
car building, agrl* ultural Implements, 
telephone and telcgiaph pole*, and In 
residences, form an enormous aggie- 
gate. In conclusion, he said that he 


looked for no such fluctuations in prices 
as have been the heretofore, and# 

this would be effective when hard times 
should come. He granted that business 
was likely some time to suffer depres¬ 
sion. but saw no mich signs at present. 

In view of the prosperity shown by 
thi* barometer of trade, and In vlewr of 
the declarations of the great railroad 
Interests that their earnings will con¬ 
tinue to grow, backed up as they are by 
the declaration of new and the enlarge¬ 
ment of old dividend*, it I* reasonably 
sure that we shall have at least a few 
months more of fair business. The logic 
of aucli facts Is unanswerable. Mr. 
George Gould *ald this last week, and 
the annual reports nf the Vanderbilt 
railroads and the increased dividend of 
th** Canada Southern proclaimed It. 


A Wild Reformer. 

Reformers are usually visionary and 
rash. Indeed, there are few reformers 
who at the outset of their undertak¬ 
ings are not considered cranks. 

Perhaps the greatest development of 
the crank Is possible to the French 
mind. Certainly reformers In different 
periods of the world's history w*ho have 
produced the greatest commotion have 
been Frenchmen. 

It Is not surprising, therefore, that 
the man who seriously proposes to re¬ 
form woman's dress by legislation is a 
Frenchman. He Is one Dr. Marechale, 
and he has introduced a bill in the As¬ 
sembly making It unlawful for women 
under the age of thirty to wear cor¬ 
set 9 . If this should 1>e successful, it Is 
announced that Dr. Marechale will pur¬ 
sue his plan to reform woman's dress 
by Introducing other bills along the 
same line. 

Dr. Marerhale’s object Is undoubted¬ 
ly good. Corsets are a hygienic mon¬ 
strosity. and have slain more women 
than have nil the epidemics of such 
malignant disease* as cholera and yel¬ 
low fever. But It is not the province 
of the law to regulate dress, and cer¬ 
tainly when It attempts to regulate 
woman's dr*>ss. go much the worse for 
the law. The mind of w'oman is not a 
legal one. any way. It is bard to get 
her to understand and observe the laws 
made for mankind In general. Should 
law’-makers become so foolish as to 
enact* law** prescribing what woman 
shall or shall not wear, then it will 
be the law*-breakers, not the law-mak¬ 
ers. who will survive In the resulting 
conflict, and there w 111 not be archipel¬ 
agoes enough in all the oceans to h**ld 
the lady anarchists that will arise. 

Dr. Marechale should conduct his 
crusade against the corset as a doc¬ 
tor. not as a legislator. If the doctors 
cannot win such a crusade It Is an Im¬ 
possibility that 1 he legislators can. 


Harvard look* with favor on the 
ridiculous flummery of gjwn*. Bach¬ 
elors' gowns are to have pointed sleeves: 
master*' gown*, long, closed sjeeves, 
doctors' gowns, round, open sleeves. Or 
the faculty's gowns the Bo^ion Tran¬ 
script says: 

“The president of Harvard wears the 
identical cassock used by at leant three of 
h!a predecessors in office. It* form Is 
fixed by tradition, but the •'OronVttee rec¬ 
ommend* a black gown of thin cloth, 
trammed with crimson, to be worn over 
the cassock, and a cap or bonnet wdth 
crimson tassel*. The professors' gown, as 
prescribed. I* like a doctor's, fa«'»d down 
the front with crimson silk. But instead 
of three bar* on the sleeve there are four. 
In the colors of the brunch of learning in 
which he Instructs. For the dean of a 
department the two middle bars are of 
gold. According to an amendment to the 
committee's original report, made by the 
committee itself last week, professor* and 
others may have all their facing* of black 
silk or velvet. Instead of In the colors of 
their departments. Unc special advantage 
of the professor'* gown is that It pro¬ 
vides a costume for professors of Harvard 
who hold only degrees from other un|. 
verities. It I*, moreover, a more digni¬ 
fied attire than of that of degree* lower 
than the doctorate for such Harvard 
graduates as. being officer* of the univer¬ 
sity. may wish to wear It." 

What the results may prove Is doubt¬ 
ful. Certainly It doea not seem that 
we can expect better football and bet¬ 
ter glee clubs from Harvard if still fur¬ 
ther drafts on the time of the Harvard. 
Ites are to be made by the imposition 
of a course in ladles' fashion literature 


The dispatches bring information of 
the organlxatlon In Vienna of an anti¬ 
dueling league, which proposes to urge 
legislation for the establishment of 
courts to arbitrate questions of honor. 
The success of the movement would In¬ 
troduce some solemn and cumbersome 
machinery Into the sphere of arbitra¬ 
tion. but it Is doubtful If the man who 
resorts to duels to settle points of 
honor would appreciate the finding of 
a court of arbitration.

Will Bo Put On Fourth 
uixl Walnut Lilies. 


THEY WILL HAVE VESTIBULES 


HEATED WITH ELECTRICITY 
AND MANNED BY CON¬ 
DUCTORS. 


MAY PLACE ORDER THIS WKEK. 


The Ix>ul*vtlle Railway Company Is 
preparing to put In an order for more 
modern oars, heated with electricity, 
double vestlbuled and manned by con¬ 
ductors. At a meeting of the Board of 
Director* last w'eek, this action was 
determined upon. 

An order for some of the new cars 
will probably be given to the manufact¬ 
urers this week with Instructions to 
build them os quickly as possible, and 
they will be running.ovcr the streets of 
Louisville before winter Is over. 

An official of the company, talking to 
a reporter for the Courier-Journal yes¬ 
terday afternoon, said that the direct¬ 
ors had determined to order new cars, 
though the exact number had not been 
definitely decided upon nor had the 
style been determined upon. 

"But you can say." said he, “that a 
number of the latest Improved street 
cars will be purchased. I don’t know 
what the exact number will be. but we 
will have from twenty to 100. They 
will he of the latest and most im¬ 
proved pattern, and will be acceptable 
to the company's patrons. 1 think the 
order will be made this week, and the 
cars will be delivered as soon as possi¬ 
ble." 

The official was asked on what lines 
the new ears would be run. He said 
that that question had not been set¬ 
tled yet. but he was of the opinion that 
they would be placed on the two Wal¬ 
nut street lines, the Fourth-avenue line 
and possibly on others. He said the 
directors had determined to get rid of 
ail the old-style cars now in use as 
quickly as possible and replace them 
with new and up-to-date vehicles. This 
will take som* time, but It was pre¬ 
dicted that it would not be a great while 
before Louisville would be equipped 
with the most modern street-car ser¬ 
vice In the country. 

To make this change, considerable 
money will have to he expended, but 
the company has been making many 
Improvements during the last two years 
UMil have coat a large amount of 
mpney. These expenditures were prin¬ 
cipally for Improvememts In the road¬ 
bed and extension of the tracks. 
Whenever a street Is torn up the latest 
and most approved ii«ivy grooved steel 
rails are being laid, many miles of them 
already being dowm. 

This afternoon at 1 o'clock a regular 
five-minute line will be started on Brook 
street. It will run from 1 to 6 o'clock. 


RIO HACHA FALLS. 


COLOMBIAN LIBERALS TAKE POS¬ 
SESSION OF SEAPORT TOWN. 


They Are Said To Have Been Sup¬ 
ported By Venezuelan Troops. 


Willemstad. Island of Curacao. Dec. 
15.—The Venezuelan Gen. Vicente San¬ 
chez. who is now here on his way from 
Maracaibo to Caracas, reports that a 
thousand Colombian Liberals, distant¬ 
ly supported by 4.000 Venezuelan 
troops, captured the Colombian seaport 
town of Rio Hacha (on the northwest 
coast of the Guajlva pentnHUta) Decern- 
ber 10. after Gens. Clodomlro Castillo 
and Clrio Pupo, both Venezuelans, had 
defeated 2.000 Colombian Conservative 
troops near Trelnta (Trelnta Is about 
thirty mllei. southwest of Rio Hacha In 
Colombian territory). 

Gen. Rafael Urlbe-Urlbe is directing 
this campaign from Maracaibo, where 
he hns obtained lukewarm Venezuelan 
support. Upon learning of the Liberal 
victory lit Rio Hacha. Gen. Urlbe-Urlbe 
Immediately proceeded south to the 
province of Tachlra. The Colombian 
Conservatives made an attempt to In¬ 
tercept Urlbe-Urlbe, but were foiled by 
means of a decoy armored train. 

Uribe-Uribe's forces are now moving 
along the Venezuelan-Colombian fron¬ 
tier. Their objective point is said to be 
Bucar&manga In Colombia, which it 
has been reported has been lost to the 
Colombian Government. The Liberals 
are also said to have taken possession 
of the capital of the Colombian district 
of Tollma.

"NOt <*n your lir* did he d» ii 11 
hasn't got the nerve," wa* the w'ay one 
of h* friends expressed himself. The 
elder Drees also refused to believe hi* 
son guitty.

BREAK IN PARTY LINES 


When the Philippine Revenue Bill 
Comes Up In the House. 

Washington. Dec. 15.—The House this 
week will pass the bill to provide tem¬ 
porary revenue* for the Philippine 
islands which wa* reported from the 
Way* and Mean* Committee last Fri¬ 
day. Under the agreement made gen¬ 
eral debate will extend throughout 
Tuesday and up to 4 o'clock Wednes¬ 
day. when a vote will be taken. There 
will be no opportunity to amend the 
measure There will be a break In the 
party lines on both side* of 'the House. 
Mr McCall, of Massachusetts, the Re¬ 
publican member of the Way* and 
Mean* Committee who opposed the 
Porto Rican bill during the last Con¬ 
gress. will speak against the measure, 
and will be supported In his dissent 
from hi* Republican colleagues by Lit¬ 
tlefield, of Maine, ami perhaps several 
other Republican* who opposed the 
Porto Rican bill and who hold that a 
similar Issue is presented at this time. 
On the Democratic side Mr. Robertson, 
a member of the Ways and Mean* Com¬ 
mittee, will support the bill, and ihe 
remainder of the Ixmlslana delegation 
will do likewise. Representatlng the 
cane sugar Interests of their State, they 
are opposed to concessions on sugar 
duties either from the Philippines or 
Cuba. The general belief Is that the 
bill will secure as many Democratic 
vote* 1 * it loses on the Republican side, 
and that the majority In its favor, 
when placed upon Its passage, will be 
about the Republican majority in the 
House. 

SAMPSON NOT YET INFOBMED. 

Admiral Is Too Ill To Discuss Results 
of Schley Inquiry. 

New Y'ork. Dec. 15.—Admiral William 
T. Sampson ha* not yet been informed 
of the finding* of the Schley Court of 
Inquiry, says a Washington dispatch 
to the Herald. He Is now lying 111 at 
his residence In New Hampshire ave¬ 
nue. and friends of the family say that 
he is not In any condition to receive 
teports of the doings in the famous 
naval controversy. 

The Admiral's breakdown I* not due 
to any worry or nervous strain in con- 
ne< tlon w ith the long naval contro¬ 
versy that has been going on between 
his own friends and those of Admiral 
Schley, but rather t» his long and ar¬ 
duous service as a naval officer. 

In his present Illness he has the *ln- 
cercst sy/npathy of the entire public, 
hla fellow- officers and of Admiral 
Schley and all hla frlenda.

The charges are practically the same 
ns made against Dr. Hunter In his 
famous tight for United States Senator 
In l$9t». but Mr. Linney evidently lu¬ 
ll eves they never reached Mr. Roose¬ 
velt's eyes and ears, and wants the 
President to know W'hnt has been told 
In court and elsewhere about the pres¬ 
ent minister to Guatemala and Hon- 
d litas. 

Mr. Linney's charges, mailed to th»» 
capita!, cover si* closely typewritten 
pages. Accompanying them wm a 
copy of the Kentucky Law’ Reporter 
reviewing the of the Widow Ow¬ 

ens, of Cumberland county.

Following Is a synopsis of the charges 
given a Courier-Journal reporter last 
might 

"in ISM Dr. Hunter sold to the Widow 
Owens a iraot of land containing thir¬ 
teen acres. In Cumberland county, for 
cash. 'This $600 was part of the 
pension money the widow received for 
the bw*s of her husband, who was a 
Union soldier. She was a dull, moun¬ 
tain woman, who hardly knew the value 
of a dollar or an acre of land 

"Home of b«-r friends Induced her. aft¬ 
er be purchase of the land, to bring 
suit »gales* Dr. Hunter In the Cumber, 
land Circuit Court to recover part of tin* 
money he had received from her. This 
•he did. and the court sustained her and 
made Hunter pay back part of the 
money. 

"Dr. Hunter appealed the case to the 
Court of Appeals, which affirmed ihe 
decision of the lower court and also de¬ 
nied him n rehearing. The decision was 
funded down by the late Justice CTis- 
■well Bennett. and Is one of the most 
scathing ever given by that court. 

"Th#* court held that Dr. Hunter had 
’inadequate fraud’ and *hnd not 
dealt at arms' length with the appellee.* 
Mrs. Owens. The witnesses of both 
Hunter and Mrs. Owen* testified that 
the land was worth not exceeding $200; 
pome pirn l.ig its value at 1100. some at 
1150 and '>n* at $lf»0 or 1200. They also 
testified that Hunter wa> a shrewd, ac¬ 
tive business man, and that the wld«»w 
•was an Ignorant woman who was tn- 
rnpable of handling a business trans¬ 
action. 

"Dr Hunter is charged with having 
overcharged the State with his mileage 
account while he was a member of the 
Kentucky legislature, claiming he had 
to come from Burkesville. the longest

Secret Pledge To Populists. 

••Dr. Hunter was the Republican nom¬ 
inee for 1 nited States Senator in lv>». 
cm a soun J-money platform, yet gave 
the two Populist members of the Leg¬ 
islature a secret pledge In writing to 
vote for free silver In case he was elect¬ 
ed Senator. 

"Notwithstanding that tin* called ses¬ 
sion of the legislature ot 1897 was a 
continued session of 1H96. and the organ¬ 
isation WAS the same In both branches, 
i.nd that Mr. St. John Boyle was the 
continued Republican nominee for 
United States Senator. Dr. Hunter hnd 
himself nominated again for Senator. 
Senators Clark, Rummons and Linney 
end Representatives Nance and Nitpier 
refused to support Dr. Hunter and sup¬ 
ported the legal nominee. Mr. Boyle. In 
that race he was Indicted by the Frank¬ 
lin Circuit Court on th** charge of 
bribery, but waa acquitted.'*

So Near and Yet So Far. 

T»r. Hunter has been In Washington 
several weeks, presumably to get hlm- 
pelf reappointed, and a few days since 
a telegram from the Capital quoted 
President Roosevelt us saying that he 
fuw no reason* why Dr. Hunter should 
not be retained.

CARRIES MAYOR’S INVITATION. 


Ex-Police Chief Haager will Rave for 
Washington thla morning on a two-fold 
errand. First he Is to argue before the 
ccngresslona! committee uppotnted to 
Investigate a proposed International 
Identification bureau, and secondly he 
Is to attend the meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Association of Police 
Chiefs. The meeting of this board, 
which Is composed of three members. 
Col. Haager. Chle' Richard Sylvester, 
of Washington, and Chief J J. Dono¬ 
hue. of Omaha. Is called to confer re¬ 
garding the next meeting ot the Police 
Chiefs, which will be held In Louis¬ 
ville. At the last meeting of the as¬ 
sociation. It was decided to hold the 
next reunion in Louisville. It was 
planned to make this meeting an inter¬ 
national one. Chief Sylvester. of 
Washington, was chosen to carry out 
this part of the programme. He has 
held conferences with the various dip¬ 
lomatic corps and has secured prom¬ 
ises from the various representatives, 
which practically assure the American 
Chiefs that prominent police officials 
from all the principal foreign countries 
will be present at the next meeting 

Chief Sylvester meantime had learned 
that Col. Huager was no longer Chief in 
Louisville. Accordingly the Washing¬ 
ton official wrote a letter to Mayor 
Grainger explaining to him the extreme 
Importance of the proposed Internation¬ 
al meeting and asking him what ar¬ 
rangements LmlsvIUe could make for 
entertaining the guests. Mayor OHun¬ 
ger sent for Col. Haager and they held 
a long conference. As a result Col. 
Hanger will carry to the meeting ot the 
Board of Directors rull assurances that 
every attention will be paid to the 
guests, and that Louisville will lay 
herself out for their entertainment. 

The other mission of Col. Haager is 
the result Of his work in introducing 
the Bertlllon system in LoulsvllR. 
Louisville had this system ahead or 
both New York and St. I>»uls. Then 
some of th»* principal cities of th«- 
United States formed themselves Into 
'the National Bureau of Identification. 

Each city in the bureau paid I PHI a 
year anti then became entitled to the 
use of all the bureau pictures and In¬ 
formation. Louisville was one of the 
members 

In this way, the big thieves were 
driven from the big cities to the coun¬ 
try towns. Then th** smaller places 
wanted the system, too. Of course, it 
was Impossible to let them have it. as 
they were unable to pay the necessary 
$100. As a consequence the smaller 
towns for the past two years have been 
overrun by thieves and criminals of all 
kinds. 

The assassination of President Mc¬ 
Kinley added unarchy to the other 
trials of the police. The necessity for 
a real national bureau of Identification 
that should he free to every Constable 
in the <‘ountry became evident The 
I National Bureau was transferred from 
I Chicago to Washington and a hill was 
Introduced to put It under Government 
control and make it a part of a great 
International system. 

Col. Haager will argue before the 
committee in favor of the hill. He will

It hvlpcs him to know that his 
foundation le sure, and enables him to 
be useful and helpful to others. I can- j 
not give your reasons, but will give my | 
own. 

"It Is a reasonable hope. God has 
provided everything here to meet the ! 
wants of the body, and nothing to sat- . 
Isfy the coul. Wealth, fame, pleasure, 
all have failed. Give us all iht-se. and 
yet the soul looks above ami beyond 
them, and cries; ‘These do not satisfy!’ j 
Since this is so, in it not reasonable to j 
believe that somewhere God has pro- I 
vlded to meet all the wants of the soul? | 
"Astronomers by their calculations a 
few years ago decided that at n certain 
point in the heavens there ought to be 
a star, but there was no instrument 
strong enough to discern It. Finally a 
telescope with sufficient strength was 
Invented, and when placed in position 
It revealed the star. 

"Reason tells us there ought to be a 
place where every want, every longing 
of our Immortal souls will be met. Take i 
the Bible, the telescope of the soul. Put 
it to the eye of faith, and you will find 
heaven, our Father** house, whpre we 
shall be satisfied* and all, und more than | 
all, we have desired or dreamed of . 
shall be ours, I repeat, our hope Is rea¬ 
sonable, nay. mare, it would be unrea- i 
sonablc In us not to have It. 

"Another reason for my hope Is the 
Bible. There are depths no human In¬ 


tellect has ever fathomed, heights never 
reached and problems never understood 
by mortal mind. Inasmuch as it Is true 
that no human being has understood 
this blessed book, may we, must we not 
conclude that more than mortal mind 
wrote it? Turn to its page? and you 
will find that holy men wrote It. moved 
by th* Holy Spirit of Cod. 

"Still another reason Is the fact that 
while I know but little about this book, 
it knows all about me It tells me If l 
do certain tilings I will be happy, use¬ 
ful. and shall go through life with Joy 
1 do those things, and find that Juvfi 
what the book predicts comes to pass. 
Put It to the teat where you will, and 
it verifies Itself without failure or va¬ 
riation. 

"Furthermore, when ! oontemplat • th* 
plan of salvation. 1 find that it has all 
been accomplished outside of myself 
God planned It. His dear Son put it into 
execution, and the Spirit of God re¬ 
veal* It to the *ou). My own wayward 
nature led me away from God. I did 
not seek ralvation. Jesus sought me, 
found me. saved me. 

"My hope Is built on nothing leas 
Than Jesus’ blood and righteousness.* 

"Then when I see what this Gospel 
has done, as I have looked upon It* 
work in nil the years of rny ministry— 
when 1 have seen the drunkard reclaim¬ 
ed, the gambler throw away his cards 
and take his Bible; when I have seen 
the blasphemer become a man of 
prayer. homo.« made happy, communi¬ 
ties blessed—it gives another reason for 
my hope. 

"My own experience is another reason. 
Since I met Jesu*; and believed and 
followed Him. my life has been better, 
happier, more useful. There Is a peace 
and Joy which the world could never 
glvs*, and. thank God. cannot take away. 

"This blessed hope has cheered and 
strengthened my heart in many a 
weary hour. When fl orr hys have come, 
it has burned like a star upon the brow 
of the blackest night. Whatever else 
may be unc»?Ttaln, my hope Is sure. T 
know whom I have helleved. and am 
persuaded that He Is able to ke«'p that 
which I have committed unto Him 
against that day.* Have you that hope? 
May God give It to you even now, 
for It la worth all else to your dear 
•out."

Y ESTERDAY morning the Rev. c. 
O. Graves, of Fayette county, 
Ky.. preached at the Second 
Presbyterian church on "Chris¬ 
tian Attributes,” taking for his text II. 
Peter, v. 5-7. He spoke In part as fol¬ 
lows: 

“It Is a very easy thing to he a Chris¬ 
tian and a v?ry difficult thing to be a 
Christian. It is no trouble to join the 
church and be enrolled ns a member, 
but it la an entirely different thing to 
he a scriptural Christian. 

"Some people call themselves Chris¬ 
tians who would never be known as 
such if they did not tell ft. Even then 
we are not sure, for they are not dif¬ 
ferent In any respect from the worldly- 
minded. They are laying up treasures 
on earth. Their faith Is a scheme of 
doctrine and not according to the New 
Testament religion—’Giving all dili¬ 
gence. add to your faith virtue; and to 
virtue knowledge; and to knowledge 
temperance: and to temperance pa¬ 
tience; and to patience godliness; and 
to godliness brotherly kindness; and to 
brotherly kindness charity.' These are 
additions we are to make to our faith. 

"Virtue In this case means courage 
and fortitude, which we must have to 

are assigned, and overcome the obsta¬ 
cles in our way and to enable us to he 
active and progressive in the Lord’s 
work. 

"We must have knowledge—knowl¬ 
edge of our work and prudent knowl¬ 
edge. so that we may do u’hat Is best for 


the advancement of Christ's kingdom, 
and work as Paul says, 'clrcmnspect- 
fully and righteously, not as fools, but 
as wise men.’ We should grow better 
and gain knowledge day by day. 

"Temperance. This applies to mind «s 
well ns to body. We must think so¬ 
berly and be moderate in all our desires. 
Intemperance unfits for every duty and 
prepares for every sin and destroys the 
immortal soul. 

"Patience. We have needed patience 
ever since *ln entered this world, and 
death by sin. and made the world u vale 
of tears. We cannot tell what a duy 
may bring forth 

"Godliness. With some godliness Is 
no more than morality, but It Is the real 
secret of right living God with us and 
In us, and our deeds are accepted b> 
Him. 

"Brotherly kindness. Who are our 
brothers? All Christians everywhere, 
and not only th**y. but ull the nations of 
! the earth, and to them must we reach 
out our hinds to help them. 

"Charity. Charity signifies phlUn- 
throp> and love, l^et us love nil men 
and do good unto them. We may have 
all these other attributes, but unless we 
•add charity and love It will profit us 
nothing. Religion begins with faith and 
ends with love, nnd then the circle Is 
complete. We start believing and grad¬ 
uate loving. 

"Now how are we to add these? By 
diligence. In the world* ways many 
men strive lor the same thing, but nil 
do not attain It. ‘The race Is not always 
with the swift nor the battle to the 
strong.* But for these who strive for 
righteousness there Is a sure reward. 

"Let us awake and he xealous and he 
not satisfied with what we have, but 
keep on strLing and reaching out for 
the things that are at God. ’For tf 
these things be in you and abound, they 
make you that ye shall neither be bar¬ 
ren nor unfruitful in the knowledge of 
the Lord.* **

Grace Episcopal church yester¬ 
day morning from the words, 
•*l*et a man so account of us. as 
of the ministers of Christ, and stewards 
of the mysteries of God." I. Corinthi¬ 
ans lv., 1. One of the members of the 
Bostonians sang "Remember Nu«t. Re¬ 
member Not My Sins Against Me’’ dur¬ 
ing the offertory with telling effect. 

Father Johnson first spoke of Christ¬ 
mas and various Christmas thoughts, of 
Christ s unselfish life and work*. He 
then said: 

"Let us try and understand some¬ 
thing of the priesthood of the Lord. 
He cam** to offer a sacrifice and since 
He Is the pi lest, the auctlflce must be 
perfect for He la the only perfect priest. 
He come* lo offer always that w'hleh 
is to be for the favor of His people. 
And that sacrifice culminating In the 
cross is nn eternal one Ivchus* it Is 
God. the Father's sacrifice. He himself 
I* our high priest to-day." 

The speaker enlarged on the need 


and necessity of a high priest and from 
that sp«*ke of a mediator for man¬ 
kind. one to go between themselves 
and God. namely, the priest. He con¬ 
tinued that It was a wonderful thought 
that a man could 1 m* endowed with 
supernatural power, for such It was a 
priest needed. The power would be 
supernatural to man. but to God noth¬ 
ing is supernatural, marvelous or im¬ 
possible. 

He bdd of the first priests sent out 
by the Lord into the world, poor men. 
uncultured men. rough In their ways 
and dealings with others. The one 
| thought Impressed on their minds was 
that concern ng their relation to God. 
i they are His mouthpieces, every word 
spoken is by God. 

He concluded by saying that there 
was an Idea prevalent that the priest¬ 
hood must go through the world a* men 
to be guarded and protected In fact 
made effeminate. Father Johnson said 
that the contrary wag true. Priests, 
above alt others, should be manly, strlv- 
| Ing day by day to lead their people 
home to Christ. He mentioned the 
dread with which mothers and fathers 
| saw their sons enter the priesthood and 
lamented th«*|r blindness and short¬ 
sightedness.

"I have been elected president, secre¬ 
tary and treasurer of the National l-c^gue 
of ProfesolonaJ Baseball Clubs, and 1 
have the authority to demand the papers 
and archives in your posacsslon." 

Before Young knew what was going on 
Spalding's lieutenants had picked up & 
heavy trunk filled with documents that 
will have much bearing on events to 
come. The trunk was carried away In 
triumph, and Spalding retired, tired but 
happy.

Mr. Spalding, who returns to active par. 
tlclpation In baseball this year, ha* been 
Identified with the game first as player, 
then a* magnate, and later a* adviser, 
for considerably more than a quarter of 
a century. He Is a native of Illinois, 
born In UfiO at Byron. Ill. His first ap¬ 
pearance In baseball was at Rockford 
tu» pitcher for the famous Forest City 
Club, where he soon gained a national 
reputation. From 1S71 to 1*76 he pitched 
for the Boston Club. In 1876 he went to 
Chicago ns manager, captain and pitcher 
for the old White Stockings, and helped 
win the first pennant of the National 
League’s career. Both as player and 
later as magnate hi* heart was In the 
league which he had helped organize and 
when he resigned the presidency of the 
Chicago Club In 1891 he was made a Ufe 
member of the league. Since that time 
he has devoted Ms energies to the sport¬ 
ing goods business, which he began in 
1873 In a small way with his savings from 
baseball.

Cfcpt. A. C. Anson has this to soy of 
the baseball situation: 

"It does not appear to be a certainty 
that Spalding is elected president. It 
stems to me the fight is a long way 
from being over yet, and no one can tell 
Just how It will come out. There may 
be no National League at all and there 
may be two league*. In the first place. 

1 don’t believe Nick Young should be de¬ 
posed.

I-ook at the revival 
of interest In the game last season I 
have Just been down through Iowa 
where the war would not t>e expected 
to affect things, but I could not help 
notio ng the intern* every one scegned 
to have In baseball. Mind. 1 don’t *uy 
tills 1* what will happen, for It Is goeng 
to be a tough Job to settle the strife In 
the National I>eague That was pretty 
strong language Spalding used about 
Freedman and putting him out of buse- 
Iwvll but those livings are easier in the 
saying than In the doing. In putting 
Freedman out of the league he may 
have to drop some other clubs. The Bos¬ 
ton triumvirs, you know, own stock in 
the New York Club, a- I do. and ac¬ 
quired It at the same time, when John 
B Day went under. The Eastern clubs 
a I wavs used to hold & club over the 
Westerners by claiming they could or¬ 
ganize a league of ther own In the East 
and tet the West do the same, and they 
may use the same argument now."

That It Is the aim of the American 
League magnates to do their very best 
to attract the crowds from the National 
League games In the cities where each 
organisation Is represented is easily seen 
from the fact that It Is only the teams 
In these cities that are being strength¬ 
ened. So far there has been no move 
made toward bettering the teams In De¬ 
troit and Cleveland, which seems to give 
the idea that these teams will not be 
needed In the American League much 
longer. From present appearances, it 
might be Judged that either Detroit or 
Cleveland will meet the same fate a* 
Milwaukee If the Lsigue decides to In¬ 
vade Pittsburg in the future, or boQi may 
be dropped In case Cincinnati or Now 
York l* added to the American League 
circuit. There w**r© rumors that all three 
of these cities were to bo added to the 
JohmsonltcO’ district next season, but the 
plans were halted for reason* best known 
to those In Uhe frame, and St. L>uls was 
the only city to be Invaded, Johnson ha* 
declared that he will not mop until the 
National league 1* out of the business, 
and this means a change In the circuit, 
or a twelve-club league.

Im¬ 
mediately after their private car was 
detached from the train it was switched 
to the Monon yards at Fourteenth 
street, where It will be attached to the 
early train this morning for French 
Lick. 

A reporter for the Courier-Journal 
visited the yards at 11 o’clock last night 
and endeavored to get a talk wl,th Mr.

Croker Is not discouraged by one de¬ 
feat-" 

"What does Mr. Croker think of the 
recent election in New York?" 

"New York will never become a Sun¬ 
day-school class. The people do not 
want It We. of course, cannot tell what 
Mr. Low*c or Mr. Jerome will do, but 
New* York won’t stand for the blue 
law*. Mr Jerome Is a Democrat, and I 
hardly think that the Assembly of New 
York will pas* laws to suit him Just be¬ 
cause he Is a reformer."

Mr. Samuel J. Roberts. Collector of 
Internal Revenue for the 8eventh dis¬ 
trict of Kentucky, was at the Louisville 
Hotel last night, having come to Louis¬ 
ville on a business mission which will 
keep him here to-day.

He 
says the analysis did not show that the 
stomach contained poison. In his opin¬ 
ion the prosecution is not sure of its 
footing, and he will Insist that nothing 
be placed In the way of a speedy trial 
for his client. 

Since Rathbun’* confinement in Jail 
in Jeffersonville not a letter has been 
received nor any Inquiry has been mad*> 
by his relatives. He has remains 
dose-mouthed and discussed his case 
with no one save his attorneys. He has 
been contented at all times, although 
fnr one week he was kept In almost sol¬ 
itary confinement. His cell was so dark 
that finally Mr. Dunbar appealed to 
Judge Marsh, yet Rathbun said not a 
word. 

However, he has maintained all along 
that no poison would be found. He is 
thinking more about being court-mar¬ 
tialed for desertion from the army than 
his life or liberty for the alleged killing 
of Goodman.

Indiana Game Laws. 

6lnce the publication of an interview 
with Capt. Isaac Cbx, of Jeffersonville, 
who la a Deputy Commissioner of Fishi 
erics and Game, In connection with the 
inability of himself and many other 
game officials to enforce the law because 
of the Indifference of farmers, rendered 
so through fear that avenging hunters 
will kill their stock or burn their prop¬ 
erty, the matter has been widely dis¬ 
cussed In Indiana, and the defects of the 
game law pointed out. It Is altogether 
likely that the next Indiana Legisla¬ 
ture will make an effort to apply a 
remedy. 

In some parts of the State farmers 
have been victimized by sharpers who 
tenden-d 15 for permission to hunt thre- 
days on their premises. If the farmer 
accepted he would be asked to give a 
certificate so the holders would not he 
interrupted by game wardens. The far¬ 
mer sigrusl what he supposed to be a 
harmless document, conveying this In¬ 
formation, but would late find In a short 
time that the supposed permit had re¬ 
solved Itself Into a note calling for 1300 
or even more, held by the usual ‘Inno¬ 
cent purchaser."

AT DEDICATION OF CHRIST 
EVANGELICAL CHURCH. 


REGRET AT LEAVING OLD. 


Marching through the snow and cold 
in long, double line, 500 people went 
singing along the streets In the upper 
part of the city yesterday. It was the 
house moving of the congregation of 
the CMirlst Evangelical church. 

Early In tho morning they gathered 
at the old church building, corner of 
Garden and Chestnut streets. The Rev. 
Hemry F. Prlgge. through whose ener¬ 
gy, persistence and hard work the new 
edifice was made possible, Btood In the 
pulpit. Before him gathered all the 
people who had helped In the good 
w*ork. 

The regular service of the church was 
gone through with and then the pas¬ 
tor rose to speak. At times his voice 
faltered and he choked from excess of 
feeling. As he proceeded hts congre¬ 
gation began to feel with him. He told 
them what had been done In the old 
church they were leaving, of the chil¬ 
dren baptised, of the happy marriages, 
of the sad funeral*, and of all the ten¬ 
der assoclatkms connected with the old 
building. Then he spoke of the hard 
work that had been done to get the new 
church—of the sacrifice* mode and, 
finally, of the Joy that all should feel 
In the accomplishment of the great 
work. 

Then as the sermon continued the 
minister walked down the aisle. The 
people 9tood in their pews as he went 
by. He reached the end. Then the 
congregation formed in rhe aisles. And 
then the pastor led his flock from the 
old church, singing. 

The march was through the snow 
out to Barret avenue and Brecklnrblge 
street. There the new churcr stood, 
warm and ready to receive them. 

"Open, open unto me the beautiful 
doors." sang the congregation. 

All the doors opened. President Paul 
Ronde, turning the keys. 

The congregation filed In singing 
"Praise Him From Whom All Pleas¬ 
ing* Flow," and rhe regular dedicatory 
service began. 

The Rev. Theodore Schony, of Indi¬ 
anapolis, whose father was formerly 
pastor of Christ's German Evangelical 
church, preached the sermon. 

The new church Is a large, handsome 
structure, partly Romanesque and part¬ 
ly Gothic in architecture, and designed • 
by Architect Charles Meyer. J. N. 
Struck was the buildeT. Ground was 
broken on April 12 last, and the corner¬ 
stone was laid on June 9. 

The church is divided Into two parts, 
the auditorium seating 400 persons, and 
the Sunday-school room, to the west. 
400. There are sixteen stained glass 
windows, all donated, two of which, 
Christ knocking at the door, and Christ, 
the Lamb, are unusually handsome. 

The benches are of stained quarter 
oak. while the building Is well heated 
by two large furnaces. 


CHILDREN CRUELLY TREATED. 


Famous Novelist, Sienkiewics, Pro¬ 
tests Against Prussian In¬ 
humanity. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 

London, Dec. 7.*—A tellgram to the 
Dally Mail from Cracow', Prussia, says: 
The famous author, Slenklewicz, has 
written an Indignant letter to the 
papers here on the flogging of Polish 
children. He says that since the day's 
of Frederick the Great the Prussian pol¬ 
icy has consistently been one of crime, 
of cringing to the strong and tyranniz¬ 
ing over the weak. 

M. Slenklswlc* has hended a subscrip¬ 
tion for the relief of the children left 
destitute by reason of the Imprisonment 
of their parents. 

This morning I called on M. Slen- 
klewlcz, the novelist, who gave me sev¬ 
eral Instances of cruelty to children 
which had come within hi* personal 
knowledge. 

A man named Plasecka, who was 
zentenced to two and a hair years* im¬ 
prisonment. ha* five little children de¬ 
pendent on him. Their grandmother, 
over eighty years old, although very 111. 
was sent to prison In chains; the doc¬ 
tor advised her removal to the hospital, 
but this w’as refused, and she la now 
severely 111 In her cell. 

The only charge against her Is that 
of using strong language to a school¬ 
master who had flogged her grandchil¬ 
dren for refusing to answer the cate¬ 
chism In German, which they did not 
understand. 

Many Polish students, said M. Slcn- 
kiewlcx. are also Imprisoned for belong¬ 
ing to a society for promoting temixr- 
ance and for reading Polish historical 
books.

The call of the Con 
trailer ha* com* at loot, and a* tt a*ked for 
condition* on the 10th the banks can now act 
mor* easily. It 1* understood that the show 
Ing they will make on that date I* very good 
Loans were only Increased $100,000 during tho 
month of November and sales of bonds were 
made by the bank* to tho extent of $173,000. 
so they have got In good position for tho Janu 
ary Interest and dividend disbursement*. The 
situation 1* now comfortable and the pinch for 
the winter ha* probably passed. Banks have 
been complaining of heavy checking by their 
country correspondent* n.id depositors, but 
there was actually a small increase In deposits 
during November, and It would seem this 
will probably be Increased after January 10 
So far a* known no rediscounting ha* been 
done by any local concerns, though the poesl 
blllty of this has hern freely discussed and 
predicted. The biggest commercial demand Is 
now from the tobacco warehouses, which are 
being! called upon for heavy advance* to the 
trad* n Owing to the lock of a stripping and 
packing season scarcely any of the new crop 
ho* como upon the market, and hence the 
warehouses have not been getting many of 
their loans paid off. The regular swing of 
loans and payments will now be resumed, a* 
the crop could be moved with the weather pre 
vailing up till this morning. 

Rates have been steady at 0 per cent-, but 
with some banks asking 7 and even 8 on email 
loan*.

The balance* show a ten¬ 
dency to Increase, which ought to mean an 
accumulation of money. 

The tight money market here and In New 
York ha* had a tendency to restrict trading In 
securities, and transactions have been very 
light. There has been a good demand for bank 
and trust company shares, but at concessions.

Operators in the stock market placed a favor¬ 
able Interpretation upon to-day.'i bank state¬ 
ment and bought stocks briskly after its ap¬ 
pearance. As prices roes over last night's 
level heavy selling to realise was encountered, 
which carried prices back from the best. The 
offerings diminished at the decline and tho 
closing was firm at a level generally slightly 
above that of last night ITevlous to the bank 
statement the market was dull and hesitating 
and governed largely by the erratic fluctuations 
In Amalgamated Copper. The stock opened 
with running sale* of 0.200 shares at 054000. 
compared with 004 at last night's close. It 
declined to 04 4. breaking the low record, ond 
checking the advancing tendency In other 
stocks. The last price was C&4. a net loss of 
a point for the day. Tho stock went 4 lower 
than last Saturday, compared with a high 
price early In the week more than 10 points 
over last Saturday's low level. The sentiment 
regarding the stock was much confused and 
brokers usually credited with acting for In¬ 
siders both bought and sold the stock. The 
decline in cash reserve* of the banka was about 
a million lees than ws* expected. The liqui¬ 
dation In the speculative markets was reflected 
in the loan contraction of $11.17k 100. which 
reduced the encroachment on the surplus to 
$1,162,030 The transfer of funds to New Or¬ 
leans through the Subtreasury was continued 
to-day and foreign exchange hero hardened, 
but money was easier In London, and the 
price of American eagles declined there. 

The year-end constriction of the money supply 
ha* been the dominating influence in the stock 
market during the whole of tho wenk. a* 
was very clearly foreshadowed In last Satur¬ 
day's bank statement. With surplus reserves 
of tho banks dow>n to bcluw seven millions 
and large requirements for credit* Incident to 
the season definitely known, the problem was 
one of very simple arithmetic. I-oon* placed on 
call with easily marketable collateral, and es¬ 
pecially such os are used for the speculative 
holding of stocks on margin, are always and 
Inevitably the first to be called in when money 
requirements are to be met for other purposes. 
The action of the market ha* also suggested 
rather clearly that some of the solid financial 
powers have acqulexced In a downward course 
of price* for the time a* offering a more sub¬ 
stantial vantage ground from which to face 
the exigencies of the annual settlements. In 
addition tl^er* have been demands to meet 
which were not counted upon. 8uch has been 
the foreign demand for gold. In spit* of the 
decline In foreign exchange rates to below tho 
point at which gold export* are profitable a* a 
simple exchange operation. The gold which 
has gone out Is believed to l^ave besn pur¬ 
chased at what wa* In effect a premium by 
foreign banking Institution* which are desirous 
to make a favorable showing of bullion re¬ 
serve* for their annual reports. The active 
simulation In grain* and cotton has also made 
continuous demands upon New York for cash 
which was not counted upon at this season of 
the year. The smaller expenditures of the Go\- 
rrnment as compared with la»t year has ex¬ 
panded the credit surplus and mod* large de¬ 
mands upon the New York money market 
through the Subtr«a*urv operations The de- 
i ielon of the Treasury to pay the January inter¬ 
est In advance le designed as a relief from 
tht* drain, but the payments will not be avail¬ 
able untlt next week. The supply of Govern¬ 
ment bonds available for redemption under the 
Treasury’s affuT Is constantly diminishing and 
does not afford adequate relief from the drain 
from the collection of surplus This Is not only 
a present factor, but also causes a sen** of 
uneasiness a* to the future effects. Thsre was 
also evidence during the week of some special 
money requirement, which wa* attributed to 


the needs of a mercantile house. Rumors of 
difficulties growing out of this were used with 
effect by the bear*. The sale of a large Issue 
of New York c|ty bond* was effected and the 
reported purchase of the Pocahontas Coal Com¬ 
pany by the Norfolk and Weetern wa# sup¬ 
posed to Involve some syndicate borrowing. 
The money market has. In consequence, been 
active and stringent during the week and there 
wo* a good deal of Uuudatlon. but liquidation 
of speculative accounts forced by colling of 
loans. 

There has been some effort to draw a parallel 
with the situation of December. 1899. which 
culminated In a money panto on December 18. 
when the rate for money ran up to 4 of 1 per 
cent., with a commission, the equivalent of 
180 per cent, a year, with violent liquidation 
In the stock market. This parallel, however, 
does not take account of the sensitive condition 
of sentiment in 1899, consequent upon the pre¬ 
ceding inflation of industrial securities and 
their disfavor with money lendera. owing to 
the lack of Information of the real financial 
status of the companies. Upon this sensitive 
condition was suddenly precipitated the first 
heavy reverses of the British arms In the Boer 
war. The certainty thus Indicated of huge bor¬ 
rowings by the British Government and the 
prolonged cessation of Europe's gold supply 
from ths principal source In the Transvaal 
caused a scramble for gold and heavy with¬ 
drawals from New York In the very crisis of 
the market's difficulties. Last year call money 
touched 0 per cent, or higher during each week 
of December without interrupting the buoyant 
rise In the stock market, which had set In In 
the fall, while the hardening tendency of the 
money market In that month was promptly re¬ 
flected In the foreign exchange market, prom¬ 
ising relief by gold Import* in caae of necessity. 
Evidently tho condition of our foreign Indebt¬ 
edness at this time precludes the chance of any 
such relief. The operation of the refunding 
law then was yielding large sums to the money 
market In the (tayment for the premiums on 
the refunded Government bonds. The move¬ 
ment of currency to the interior In the early 
part of December, 1900. gave place to largo re¬ 
ceipts In tho latter part of the month. In re¬ 
sponse to the Increased demand In New York. 
The stock market was stimulated and excited 
by the Pennsylvania Coal Company purchase 
and tho adjustment of the anthracite Industry, 
with the accompanying rumors of other groat 
deals and combinations which were to follow. 
It Is sufficiently clear, therefore, that there Is 
no close parallel with the condition In Decem¬ 
ber of a year ago or of two years ago. Amal¬ 
gamated Copper, though very erratic during 
the week, and very heavily dealt tn. has been 
less of a disturbing element than lost week. Its 
occasional rallies exercising a sustaining In¬ 
fluence on stocks at times. Whtls ths outlook 
ts for welt-sustalnsd money rates until the end 
of the year and a repression of speculative 
buying, the prosperous conditions of general 
trade In alt lines keeps ths undertons of specu¬ 
lation confident. 

Railroad bonds have been quite active and 
Irregular. The U. S. old and new is and the 
6s advanced 4 per cent, over the closing rail 
of last week. 

A London cablegram says: "The stock mar¬ 
ket was fairly actlvs and the tone buoyant on 
further satisfactory war news. Consols rose % 
and Kaffir* were verr cheerful. These factors 
helped the other market. American shares were 
moderately busy, although telegraphic com¬ 
munication ts still disorganised. The tone was 
good and the close was at the top and gen¬ 
erally above parity. Wabash. Atchison, Balti¬ 
more and Ohio and 8L Paul were the best 
feature* Anaconda was unchanged and Rio 
Tlntoe were steadier at 41."

Berlin. Dec 15.—The chief strength of the 
Boerne during the past week was again foreign 
rentes, Spanish 4s taking the first place and 
reaching their highest quotation tn a number 
of years. There were large transactions in 
Spanish 4s. a* well as In Portuguese and Chi¬ 
nese rentes, on the initiation of outsiders. To¬ 
ward the end of the week this department 
weakened a* a result of tho Argentine-Chill 
difficulty. German loans were likewise in good 
demand, scoring light gains. 

The good tone of the market for all fixed 
Interest bearing securities Is materially 
strengthened by the continued ease of tho 
money market and fresh evidence that the In¬ 
dustrial crisis Is not exhausted. The week's 
report from the Iron Industry are again un¬ 
favorable. both tho East and the Woet repre¬ 
senting conditions as again growing worse.

LEAF TOBACCO. 


MABKET BECOMES MORE ACTIVE 
AND PRICES BETTER FOR 
THE NEW CROP. 


Receipts Still Small and Likely To Be 
Held Back By Cold Weather. 


Saturday Fvenlng. Dec t4 —The leaf mar¬ 
ket has started up Into activity again. The 
movement of the new crop has been belated and 
I* still light, but It ts c-vmlng at last and 
the trail* l* eager for It. Th« consequence la 
that there wa* competition uf*on all the offer¬ 
ings and the market grew' In strength ©very 
day with the » nr exception of the bidding on 
the rehandling type* of dark leaf. The now 
Burley wa* taken with avidity, price* averag¬ 
ing better than they war# for th# new 1900 
crop Old Burley leaf was In better demand 
without change It wa* noticeable, alao, that 
the color* type* acid higher than at on> other 
time this year, whether new* or old. 

Th# offering# of new Burley were 611 hogs¬ 
heads. constituting the larger part of the Bur¬ 
ley sale*. Price# ranged from $2 for on# ex¬ 
ceedingly p<*or hogshead to $11 75 for a bright 
red leof The average of the All hogsheads 
sold was $6.32. which was regarded a* high, 
quality considered £ale* were made frequent¬ 
ly at $9 to $10 60 Exporters bought with the 
same avidity as the domestic manufacturers, 
seemingly anxious to get anything that was 
cheap In price even If verv low In quality. The 
new crop show* a large admixture of green, 
and Its quality is rather disappointing but It 
■till contains n good proportion of useful types. 
The poorest quality I* nlw-»y# found In the 
Ar#t shipment*, os the tetter qualities are held 
back for careful handling The proportion of 
color Is light and such as comes Is eagerly 
taken. 

Old leaf was In rather more demand, though 
unchanged In price, except that If bright and 
!n good order It sold verv high. Offering* were 
only r.2J hogshead* of old. 

The market for new dark was ea*ler on 
long rehandling leaf, but Arm and higher on 
lugs and trash. The offering* were 020 hogs¬ 
head* of new. which ranged In price from $3 
to $8. and whose average was $5.78 per hun¬ 
dred Warehousemen sav the crop ta not com¬ 
ing up to expectation*, a.% It looked much bel¬ 
ter In the Aeld than It cured up. The demand 
continue* best for the low grades, and lug« 
were scarce and strong. Warehousemen think 
when the offerings of lugs increase prices will 
be eaater. but manufacturers are showing such 
a predilection for substitute* that i»rlce* are 
likely to continue high. * 

Objection is also made to the samples of the 
new Burley crop It baa much green tn It and 
appear* to have t»ccn unfavorably affected by 
the ’ong period of drouth that «ame during the 
curing season Tobacco to be well cured ought 
to have a succession of moisture and dryness, 
the alternation of which gives better color to 
the leaf and I* though! 10 lmpro\e It# Aavor 

Receipts are still light, being only 1.498 hogs¬ 
heads for the wet-k. against 4.646 for the cor¬ 
responding week of last year and 3.288 for th* 
week of 1899 Seldom ha* there been an In¬ 
stance of such a long interval between cutting 
time and » stripping and fiat king season For¬ 
tunately the week has been mild uml moist the 
greater part of the lime, though Indication* at 
this writing are for * cold wave, which may 
check the shipping The tobacco has been 
made and must be got on the market some 
tlntr. 

Mr .? M Buckner savs of the new crop: 

•‘New Burley tobacco show* up very com¬ 
mon. thin nnd without color We think it i* 
nelling very well for the quality. A hogshead 
of new Burley from Anderson county sold >’•»- 
t*rdoy for $11 75. Old Burlev l# a little strong¬ 
er. os It show* up better quullty than the now 
There may be nome good Burley In the country 
land we hope there l*». but eo far very little 
of quality ha* shown up on the market. The 
tobacco seems to lack bodv and ripeness There 
ho* been verv little new tobacco rejected, we 
think Home r#al1> good tobacco, lough, good- 
bodled and of g«*>d site, would bring good 
price* We look for pretty heavy receipts now. 
Mr. we have had a very fair season for »#veral 
days. 

•'We do not know what to advise, but will 
say to our friend* who buy In the country that 
they had better buy cautiously, and touch It 
lightly, until they can test the market. No one 
can tell whether we will have lower or higher 
price*. We do not look for any Immediate ad¬ 
vance With large offerings priest may be 
-ueier We are Inclined to advise our friends 
to sell their tottacco a* soon a* ro»lb1e and get 
all the weight they can "

The dark market opened very strong on 
Tursdav Rehandlers up to thl* week have 
bad but small offerings to select from and they 
appeared pleased to have larger sales and 
price* were fairly satisfactory.

HIGHER INSURANCE 


RATES WILL BE APPLIED IN 
KNOXVILLE. 


Recent Fires Have Necessitated the 
Increases. 


The Kentucky and Tennessee Board 
of Fire Underwriters has about com¬ 
pleted Its new schedule of rates which 
will be placed In effect at Knoxville as 
soon as finished. Knoxville has never 
had a regular schedule of ratings for 
the simple reason that the business was 
considered a good risk until a few 
months ago when several serious fires 
c aused losses to the Insurance compa¬ 
nies handling the business. Then It 
was that new schedules were decided 
upon, and they will be applied In the 
future. 

The rates will be raised considerably. 
On stocks of merchandise the new rate 
will be 25 per cent, greater than It Is at 
present. On brick buildings, the In¬ 
crease will amount to 10 per cent., but 
on dwelling-houses the rate will be 
lowered somewhat. 

It was reported that there would be 
a general Increase in rates In all of 
the principal cities of Tennessee, but 
this was denied by Mr. Harry Bush, 
president of the Kentucky and Tennes¬ 
see board. He said that Tennessee was 
being rerated, but outside of Knox¬ 
ville he did not think that any other 
Important city In the State would have 
Its rates raised. It is possible, however, 
that there will be a number of changes 
In some of the smaller towns. Discus¬ 
sing the change at Knoxville, Mr. Bush 
Bald: 

”A schedule has never been applied 
to that city, as it has always been con¬ 
sidered a profitable town, but recently 
risks have proved unprofitable there, 
and It became necessary to apply the 
schedule, and It Is being revised, which 
means that some of the rates will be 
higher I do not think rates will be 
raised elsewhere In Tennessee.” 


TWO RAILROADS COULD 

UNITE ON WEST POINT. 


President Taylor Believes the Latest 
Site Suggested For the Army 
Post a Good One. 


Mr. Marlon K. Taylor, pres‘d *nt of th- 
Board of Trade, returned yesterday 
from Boston, where o*j last Tuesday 
night he attended the Boston Mer¬ 
chants’ Association annual dinner. He 
says the event was all and a deal more 
than the papers have said of It. 

A Courier-Journal reporter was the 
first to tell Mr. Taylor that to him had 
been delegated the authority by the 
Board of Trade to name a committee of 
*ev*n to take up the suggestion that 
Kentucky has 20,000 acres available for 
an army post. 

Mr. Taylor said he would appoint this 
committee during the week. He ex¬ 
pressed himself as favorable to the plan 
outlined by Mr. VV.

HURRY CALL FOR PATROL 
WAGON WITHOUT RESULTS. 


Officers Go To Point, But Summons 
Proves False Alarm. 


A hurry call was sent In to the Cen¬ 
tral police station yesterday for the 
patrol wagon to come to 302 East 
Broadway, which Is the residence of 
Mrs. Mary Shreve Ransom, and get a 
drunken man. The sender of the mes¬ 
sage had a feminine voice.

Former Gov. William O. Bradley, In a 
signed statement given to a Courier- 
Journal reporter yesterday, admitted 
that he received $1,000 from the Repub¬ 
lican Campaign Committee in 1900 for 
making speeches, but brings to light 
several letters from Mr. Leslie Combe, 
chairman of the committee In 1900, ami 
Mr. John W. Yerkes, the candidate for 
Governor in that year, to Justify his ac¬ 
ceptance of the money. 

The statement, in full, follows: 

• • • 

“Curs” At His Heels. 


”As usual, the little curs In the Re¬ 
publican party are barking at my heels. 
Not content with the fact that they 
accidentally came Into power on the 
popular wave of 1895, when for the first 
time a Republican Governor was elect¬ 
ed In this State; not content with the 
fact that by persistent lies concerning 
me, my friends have been excluded 
from official Federal recognition for 
more than five years, and not content 
with having turned a Republican plu¬ 
rality of nearly 9,000 In 1895 Into a Dem¬ 
ocratic plurality of more than *10,000 in 
1901—now that It has become apparent 
that a few of the deserving Republicans 
of the State who gave tone to the party, 
before the present complaining mis¬ 
creants who assault me were born or 
attained accidental standing, may pos¬ 
sibly be rewarded, a persistent effort 
has been made and is being made to 
array prejudice against me, and to In¬ 
duce every Federal official in Kentucky 
to believe that I am contemplating the 
making of an effort or have already 
made one to relieve him from office. 
And. to cap the Infamous methods em¬ 
ployed. the public is told that I demand¬ 
ed $1,000 for my services In 19(8). and re¬ 
fused to enter the campaign unless paid 
that amount. 

• • • 

Work Cost a Fortune. 


"For nearly a quarter of a century I 
have fought for Republicanism In Ken¬ 
tucky. During that time I huve seen 
the Republican vote Increase from about 
39,000 to about 230,000. All this labor, 
resulting In the expenditure of a mod¬ 
erate fortune and great Injury to my 
health, wus without any financial re¬ 
compense. for the office I held cost me 
during the term greatly more than the 
salary. Before the contemptible curs 
who now attack me were born, certainly 
before they had attained unjust and un¬ 
deserved prominence. I was fighting the 
battles of Republicanism. But It Is not 
necessary to pursue this branch of the 
subject further. 

"My political antagonists, with chiv¬ 
alrous courtesy, have accorded me credit 
which despicable calumniators in my 
own party refused to give. However, I 
will proceed to directly answer the 
charge that I demanded one thousand 
dollars for ten speeches In 1900. 

* • • 

Did Not Demand Money. 

"And first I will say that the faulty 
of the charge Is equaled alone by the 
cowardice of the party who makes It. 
One who conceals the truth Is meaner 
thAn a deliberate liar, for he has not 
even the virtue of possessing the cour¬ 
age of a common outright liar. 

"After my term of office of Governor 
expired. I was asked to take charge of 
the context as attorney for Gov. Taylor 
and the minor officials, which I did. giv¬ 
ing to the same my entire attention for 
about six months, and receiving there¬ 
for. after |*ayment of expenses, a fee by 
no means commensurate with the serv¬ 
ices performed. Subsequently, I was 
employed by some friends in Lexington 
to go to Now York and attend to some 
business for a period of four months, be¬ 
ginning about August 1 and ending in 
November, for which they secured an 
ample compensation. I may add. that 
at this time my health was by no means 
good; and 1 may further add. that for 
some years previous my expenses had 
been quite heavy. 

• • • 

Letter From Mr. Yerkes. 

"However, T went to New York In dis¬ 
charge of that engagement. After reach¬ 
ing New York I received a letter from 
Mr. Yerkes. forwarded to me from Lan¬ 
caster. ns follows: 

"I have Just learned you were thinking 
of leaving the State to be absent some 
month*. I sincerely trust that this U not 
correct. We will need you badly here— 
your advice, your speeches, your presence 
—all will t*» of greatest assistance. We 
can’t let you go." 

"Subsequently. 1 saw Mr. Combs in 
New York. He was chairman of the 
Kentucky Campaign Committee. He ln- 
slted I should come to Kentucky and 
assist In the campaign. I frankly told 
him of my engagement and that I could 
r.ot afford to give up my employment, 
having already suffered financially, and 
that besides, my health was n*-t good. 
Otherwise, that I would he glad to as¬ 
sist him In the campaign and that I 
took the liveliest Interest in It. 

• • • 

Offered To Pay Mr. Bradley. 

September 14. Mr. Combs wrote as fol¬ 
lows: 

"I think it is not only Important that 
you should come to Kentucky And niak > 
some speeches, but it will udd to ,h^ value 
of your services if you will let the com¬ 
mittee announce at once that you will 
take the -tump tn October. 1 Appreciate 
nil the sacrifices that you have made for 
the party tn the past, and I feel that in 
the event you comply with our request we 
shall be glad to pay you $Scu and your 
expenses." 

Again September 17. Mr. Combs wrote 
concerning the same matter, ami again 
on September 19. In which lalter letter 
he uses this language: 

"I trust you will be aldo to make ar¬ 
rangements to give us some time in Octo¬ 
ber Of course, we have to leave tho ex¬ 
tent of that time to you. We do not ex¬ 
pect to trespass on your physical condi¬ 
tion beyond your Judgment and to what 
Is wise for you to do. If you cannot giv c 
us the month, won’t you kindly indicate 
to me how many speeches you can make 
and what would in- a reasonable compen¬ 
sation for your services in view of the 
sacrifices you would necessarily have to 
rnnke In giving this time to our fight .n 
Kentucky. I know you are lnter«steJ a >d

Mr. Yerkes Knew of Sacrifices. 


On September 18, Mr. Yerkes wrote: 

"You know* my earnest desJre to have 
you participate m this campaign. It will 
be of untold benefit to me. and the Repub- 
llcan Tarty of Kentucky will not be satis¬ 
fied unlc** you are with u». 

"I do not think that you ought to come, 
or be asked to come, without prior agree¬ 
ment upon your part to accept full com¬ 
pensation for the lime you will lose in 
this work. • • • 1 would not for a mo¬ 
ment be willing for you to give us y ur 
time unless you would agree to Ik* reim¬ 
bursed for the wicks you stay In Ken¬ 
tucky 1 do trust that you will allow iw 
to make some arrangement ’along that 
line,* and. in my judgment, you ought not 
to hesitate to agree to thJs plan. 

"I trust that you are succeeding beyond 
your exjH*etaGon* in the business you 
have on hand in New York." 

"To make the story brief, I d d leave 
New York—having first obtained‘the 
consent of my clients, whom 1 «arne*t’y 
urged to allow It—and did make at least 
eighteen speeches In Kentucky, viz : At 
Louisville, Princeton.

"After the election Mr. Yerkes wrote:

Thanked By Mr. Yerkes. 


"Though defeated, I find great pleasur© 
in sending my sincere thanks to you in¬ 
dividually for the splendid service you 
rendered in the pAst campaign." 

"The one thousand dollars was paid to 
me under the circumstances named, and 
out of this my expenses were paid from 
New York to and over Kentucky, and 
I do not think that any Just or honora¬ 
ble man will say that my course was 
nc* strictly proper. 

"In those speeches I loyally supported 
Mr. McKinley. There was no man In 
Kentucky who admired Mr. Roosevelt 
personally more than I., and I do not 
think it discreditable to have favored 
him for Pre^dent instead of Vice Pres¬ 
ident. By reason of exposure and labor 
in that camupalgn I was unable After 
the election to do any substantial labor 
until the month of June of this year, 
and was twice In the hospital. 

"In conclusion, allow me to add that 
I am not engaged In a wholesale effort 
to remove Federal officials In Kentucky. 
This story has been circulated In order 
to excite animosity against me. I have 
Indorsed some of my friends, and shall 
continue to do so when It may suit my 
pleasure. To fail to Indorse those who 
are worthy nnd competent and who have 
been my friends would be the basest In¬ 
gratitude—a sin with which I have never 
been and never will be charged.” 


ARCHBISHOP CHAPPELLE 

BACK FROM MANILA. 


Will Make His Report To the Presi¬ 
dent To-day. 


N*w York. Dec. 16.— Archbishop 
Chapelle. of New Orleans, lately papal 
delegate to the Philippines, returned 
from Europe to-day on La Bretagne. 
Mgr. Chapelle wa* sent to Manila by 
the Pope In 1899 at the suggestion of 
President McKinley to settle what was 
then known as the "friar question." 
On the way home from this mission he 
stopped at Rome, and to-morrow he will 
make his report to President Roosevelt. 
The archbishop* declined to discuss his 
mission abroad before making his re¬ 
port to the Washington authorities.

Mr. Ogle is of the opinion that 
there Is little or nothing in the report 
from Terre Haute that J. Plerpont Mor¬ 
gan is engineering the proposed com¬ 
bination, and that If the deal Is con¬ 
summated, the Indiana and Illinois 
mint*? are to be made a part of a gi¬ 
gantic combination. Including the mines 
of Pennsylvania. Ohio and Virginia. 


FLORIDA RAILROAD SOLD. 

Grand Trunk Company Takes Over 
T&llahassee Southeastern. 

Tallahassee, Fla.. Dec. 15.—It was 
given out here yesterday that F. H. 
Beach had sold the Tallahassee South¬ 
eastern railroad to the Florida Grand 
Trunk Railroad Company. This com¬ 
pany was granted a charter by the Flor¬ 
ida Legislature In 1893, with a capital 
of $500,000. and the following Incorporat¬ 
ors: J. R. Tyren and H. T. Baya. of 
Florida; H. McCall, of New York; R. 
Combes, of Alabama, and Samuel H. 
Levy, of London, England, to build, 
equip and operate a railroad from some- 
point on the Atlantic Ocean through 
Tallahassee to some point on the bound¬ 
ary line between Alabama and Florida. 
It wax stated the parties interested are 
dally expected here to perfect the 
papers. It Is ateo claimed that the 
Grand Trunk people will push the work 
of construction.

EVOLUTION 


Shown In Relation To 
Modern Christianity. 


DR. BEATTIE’S LECTURE. 


SA.YS GOD IS THE CAUSE OF ALL 
MATTER. 


MAKES SCHOLARLY ADDRESS. 


Yesterday afternoon the lecture-room 
of the Second Presbyterian church was 
well filled. In spite of the cold weather, 
to hear the second of Dr. Beattie’s lec¬ 
tures on "Evolution In Relation to 
Modern Christianity." It Is very evi¬ 
dent that these lectures are eliciting 
much Interest among thoughtful people 
within and without the churches. The 
profound problems are treated In a 
popular way. and with perfect frank¬ 
ness and fairness. 

After a brief survey of the first lec¬ 
ture. which gave a careful definition 
of the Christian religion and of evolu¬ 
tion. Dr. Beattie spoke In substance as 
follows: 

"Our theme to-day Is ’Evolution and 
Material Things.’ This may seem a 
dry subject, yet any one who looks at 
nature In any aspect and beholds Its 
majesty and mystery. Its beauty and 
Its complexity, can scarcely regard any 
aspect of It as without Interest. 

"Our theme lies In the region of cos¬ 
mic evolution, which relates to the uni¬ 
verse of Inorganic or nonliving things, 
as distinguished from the realm of 
living things. This lecture deals with 
material things, as they He round about 
us. The third lecture will deal with 
the physical forces of the universe, the 
fourth with the six creative days by 
which the earth came to be. and the 
fifth with the nebular hypothesis as 
the explanation of the whole universe. 
The bearing of evolution and Chris¬ 
tianity upon these problems will be 
kept In view. The problem before us 
to-day is that of material things, and 
how they came to be what they are 
from what they once were. The prob¬ 
lem Is vast. It Includes all material 
things from the viewpoint of their in¬ 
ner nature. Gold, silver, slate, shale, 
clay, sand, water, quicksilver, the air, 
carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, with hosts of 
other things, are to be thought of as 
the problems. 

• • • 

Constitution of Material Things. 


"The question next Is as to the con¬ 
stitution of material things. Some are 
solid like stones and gold, others are 
liquid, like water and quicksilver, and 
others are gaseous like hydrogen and 
oxygen,and some may assume all forms 
like Ice, water and steam. Thus there 
Is endless variety of even the simplest 
substances. 

"Then as to the Inner nature of mat¬ 
ter we have a deeper problem. What 
Is matter? Is it real or Ideal? Is 
there no matter, as Berkeley said? Or 
may we say with the wit, ‘that when 
Berkeley says there is no matter. It 
does not matter what Berkeley says?* 
Some are content to say that matter is 
simply the vague ’stuff* out of which 
all material things are made. But this 
Is not scientific. Others In ancient and 
modern times say that matter consists 
in atoms which are small Invisible and 
Indivisible particles of that which la 
called matter. This Is the popular Idea, 
and has scientific value If held in Its 
molecular form. But the atom thus 
viewed Is never seen or handled. It Is 
merely a working hypothesis, and is 
at root a speculative conception. This 
touches the materialistic philosophy at 
Its very root. Then the atoms grouped 
together in certain definite ways moke 
the molecule, and the molecules held to¬ 
gether tn masses by cohesion make ma¬ 
terial things. We have now* to do with 
these. 

"These material things, as they now 
are. are complex and have a long his¬ 
tory behind them, by which they have 
passed from their original atomic sim¬ 
plicity to their present molecular oom¬ 
ph xlty. It Is her© that -v.-Iut l<> n in its 
materialistic types comes with Its ex¬ 
planation of material things. It as¬ 
sumes that matter Is eternal, that force 
la persistent, and that motion Is con¬ 
tinuous. 

• • • 

Atoms Eternally In Motion. 

"Thus the atoms are eternal motion; 
so said the ancients. Democritus and 
Epicurus, so say the modems. Spencer 
and Haeckel. The fortuitous concourse 
of the atoms, or the ceaseless motion 
of the molecular mass of matter goes 
on eternally. The result Is that as the 
process of mcch&nic&l evolution which 
takes place goes on the atoms gather 
themselves together. The atoms of 
gold gather Into the nuggets of gold, 
the atoms of slate into slate, the atoms 
of water Into water, and so on. Thus 
by degrees the universe Is built up by 
the wonderful resources of mere ma¬ 
terialistic evolution. The simple orig¬ 
inal atomic mass Is gradually made 
more and more complex, and more and 
more organized till finally material 
things come tn be what they now are. 

"Before making these critical re¬ 
marks a word must be said about the 
eternity of matter. To say the least 
It Is harder to prove the eternity of 
matter, the atom, than It Is to prove 
the eternity of some form of spirit. If 
matter be not infinite in space there Is 
no reason to believe that It is Infinite 
In relation to time, that is, that it Is 
eternal. Thus the atom Is a limited 
thing, and a multitude of them must 
yet be limited. More than this, the 
highest authorities are Inclined to think 
that the atom Is a manufactured thing 
and hence must have had a beginning 
and a maker. If matter cAnnot be 
proved to be eternal, materialism Is 
destroyed and materialistic evolution 
©vapor tea. 

"But we wish mainly to point out, 
ere we close, that even If we grant that 
the evolutionist has the true view* of 
the process by which material things 
passed from their first simple form to 
their present complete condition, and 
we are perfectly willing to concede all 
this, we wish to point out these Im¬ 
portant things which must yet be ac¬ 
counted for. Only the Christian sys¬ 
tem founded on the Bible can account 
for them. 

• • • 

God the Cause cf All. 


"First, the origin of the atoms at first. 
If matter cannot be proved to be eter¬ 
nal. than a cause for the atoms must 
be provided. A first cause which is also 
an uncaused cause must be assumed. 
Of all the causes that can be suggest¬ 
ed. none Is so adequate as that the 
God which the Christian religion re¬ 
veals Is the eternal, self-existent cause 
of the atoms at first. This hypothesis 
will account for matter, life, mind arul 
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Why

all else. Evolution cannot begin the 
process, even If It be the history of the 
process. 

"Secondly, a constant agent Is needed 
to cause the simple to become the com¬ 
plex, and the more arid more complex 
continuously. The process of evolution 
cannot produce Itself. It needs a cause 
which lifts the simple up and on tlU 
the present stage Is reached In mate¬ 
rial things. Again, the postulate of the 
agency of God In constant contact with 
the universe meets the case, and theis- 
tlc evolution Is the only one possible. 

"Thirdly, the universe of material 
things seems to be moving on to some 
far-off goal. It has an end In view. 
There seems to be a plan in the pro¬ 
cess of evolution even If we admit the 
process to be such. Can materialistic! 
evolution explain the design even to 
material things? Did the atomti »*ver 
hold a convention and decide the course 
they should pursue? Did the phys¬ 
ical frUT'e* ever sW in Joint ses¬ 
sion with the atoms and de¬ 
cide on the course of their evolution? 
Surely not. for this w*outd make the un¬ 
intelligent exhibit Intelligence. No 
mere theory of chance can ever solve 
the problem that the universe seems 
to be moving steadily toward some far 
off goal. 

"But the supposition that God Is at 
the helm of the universe, and guiding 
by His infinite Intelligence the process 
of Its development, we can understand 
the order and design In even the ma¬ 
terial things we are now thinking 
about. 

"Our conclusion then Is, that 
even if we concede the evolu¬ 
tionist all he makes out, we mill 
need God. and the Christian solution of 
three great problems. First, the origin 
of the atoms; secondly, the cause of 
the process of evolution, and. thirdly, 
the end nr plan to be seen In the ma¬ 
terial universe. In each case we need 
God, In »a«*h case the Christian sys¬ 
tem with true philosophy, and this God 
Is the God of the Bible, the God of the 
Christian religion, and the God and 
Father of our Son and Saviour Jesus 
Christ."

In Address At Neighborhood House 
He Talks of Duties of Ameri¬ 
can Citizen. 


"The American citizen" was defined, 
applauded and advised In a talk de¬ 
livered ut the Neighborhood House, on 
Jefferson street, near Floyd, last night 
by Judge Henry 8. Barker. 

The meeting was opened by Mr. 
Charles Dobbs, who explained that It 
was the hope of the Neighborhood So¬ 
ciety to have frequent addresses on 
live topics by prominent citizens. 

Judge Barker reviewed the world’s- 
history* so far as It pertained to forms 
of government. He could not under¬ 
stand how* any one—and especially he 
who had been brought up In the United 
States—could be happy or content un¬ 
der any other form of government. 

The fight of the country’s forefathers 
for liberty—both civil and religious— 
was used to show that the American 
citizen should appreciate his country— 
a refuge for the oppressed of all na¬ 
tions. 

He explained the structure of this 
Government, referring to It as the most 
unique In history. He thought one of 
the most Important features of the 
form was the home rule In States. 

The speaker hoped all American citi¬ 
zens would be patriotic, sacrifice sHf 
when necessary and be enterprising. 
The first duty, after patriotism. Is to 
vote In all elections—national. State, 
district, county and city. H© thinks 
the man who stays away from the polls 
not true to the Government. 

At the conclusion of Judge Barker’s 
address Mr. Dobbs orgunlzed a Men's 
Club, with good citizenship as Its pur¬ 
pose. Thirty of those present took mem¬ 
bership. Talks by prominent citizens 
are to Ik* made every other Sunday 
night. There is to be no restriction on i 
debate.
